The failure many persons this country 
present receive medical care constitutes 
the best argument for change the more 
effectual provision for medical attention offered 
health insurance. this time, when at- 
tention being focused these forms in- 
surance new this country, the American 
Association for Labor Legislation, after three 
years study, has prepared the draft 
health insurance bill which, an- 
nounced, will introduced into several leg- 
islatures next winter. ‘This activity justifies 
the prophecy, previously made the Jour- 
nal, that the enactment workmen’s com- 
pensation laws would lead new res 
for both health and accident insurance.”

AMPUTATIONS AND THEIR AFTER- 


ELOESSER, D., San Francisco. 


(From the Surgical Service Stanford University Med- 
ical Dept. the San Francisco Hospital.) 


The subject amputations one that 
recent years has long been neglected and over- 
shadowed more important modern achievements 
abdominal, thoracic and cranial surgery. 
can glean more useful information from older sur- 
gical writers—Velpeau and other old French and 
English surgeons—than from the more modern 
text-books. course these writers day when 
amputations made more than half all major 
surgical procedures, had vastly greater experi- 
ence than whose knowledge the treatment 
wounds and chronic inflammations the bones 
and joints has enabled save many limbs that 
were formerly sacrificed. Our results amputa- 
tions, however, lag far behind those other sur- 
gical procedures. Murphy Boston made 
interesting and careful study 166 cases 
amputation from the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital. found unsatisfactory results one-third 
them. Crainer found that diaphyseal am- 
putations but two could considered having 
given ideal results, and that were poor; that 
the methods procedure described standard 
text-books must urgent need revision. 

ask ourselves what are the ideal results 
obtained after amputation, must distin- 
guish between immediate results and final ones, 
and the final ones that the future useful- 
ness and comfort the patient depend. 

immediate results, should attain safety 
operation, flawless healing the wound, and 
painless post-operative course. Safety opera- 
tion—this have been able reach. The dan- 
gers consist shock and hemorrhage. have 
been able obviate shock nerve-blocking meth- 
and regional anesthesia for the lower 
extremities and regional anesthesia, especially block- 
ing the brachial plexus, for the upper. These 
methods are well known that need longer 
dwell them, except, perhaps, call attention 
the usefulness blocking the brachial plexus above 
the clavicle with novocain first described 
This perfectly safe and certain 
method securing complete anesthesia the 
arm from somewhat below the shoulder down. 
described Percy Shields’ translation 
Braun’s book local anesthesia. 

Operative hemorrhage have been able 
combat the Esmarch constrictor. The use 
constricting bandage, however, carries with 
disagreeable sequels vaso-motor paralysis and 


subsequent tendency post-operative bleeding 


from the smaller vessels which have not been tied 
the course operation. also causes 
venous engorgement below the constrictor unless 
first express the blood from the distal part 
the limb wrapping with elastic bandage. 


one can, therefore, better with- 


Read before the San Joaquin County Medical Society,

out the constrictor. This perfectly feasible 
operations the arm and the leg one elevates 
the limb, holds elevated five ten minutes pre- 
vious operation, and keeps during opera- 
tion until the main vessels have been clamped. 
assistant should hold the foot the hand well 
elevated, placing the foot his shoulder. There 
surprisingly little bleeding from the arteries 
with the limb this position, and scarcely any 
back bleeding from the amputated part 
blood has all run from the veins force 
the incisions and saw off the bone ver- 
tically elevated member, but this inconvenience 


more than made for the saving blood 


and freedom from hemorrhage after loosening the 
bandage. 


might seem unnecessary discuss wound in- 
fection here. But refer Murphy’s paper 
again find that but very few the amputa- 
tions cited him healed primary intention, and 
sure that all have had the same unfor- 
tunate experience seeing amputation stumps 
break down where they should have healed per- 
often happens this: the first 
dressing the end the stump little 
there has been little post-operative oozing. The 
skin incision, however, looks perfect. stays 
for four five days. Then the evident presence 
blood clots begins bother us. take out 
few sutures and endeavor squeeze out the 
coagula. open the wound little; perhaps 
introduce hemostat. sinus forms; and heals 
three four weeks perhaps, are lucky, 
with more less dense scar that attached 
the bone. perhaps the infection has been 
carried the bone itself and the whole wound 
breaks open the sinus persists. Sequestra the 
bone are shed until our successor are forced 
reamputate. This the history that many 
the patients bring with them the San Francisco 
Hospital. 


The slightest infection these amputation 
wounds makes all the difference between com- 
fortable and useful stump and annoying and 
useless one. infected scar attached the 
bone and makes the course after treatment 
which endeavor secure end-bearing 
stump impossible. that must work under 
the most asepsis, shut off skin contact 
means towels attached the edges the in- 
cision and use all possible means prevent col- 
lection blood the wound after operation. 
Wherever there the least possibility post- 
operative oozing (and this the case practically 
all amputations) far better drain—not 
order carry off infectious material, but give 
the blood chance leak out. thin drain 
rubber-tissue carried through from one end the 
wound the other and removed hours, 
soon oozing has stopped, will not delay healing 
all, but will obviate the necessity opening 
many wound and will relieve much anxiety. 

septic conditions, which form considerable 
part indications for amputation, cannot ac- 
complish primary closure the wound even 
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are able disinfect the skin; the incision trav- 
many infected lymph-spaces that seal 
the soft parts tightly approximating sutures 
invite disaster. several septic cases in- 
serted numerous rubber drains down the bone 
and brought the soft parts but loosely together 
with few interrupted sutures. lost the cases 
from sepsis and afterward wished that had left 
the wounds entirely open. Our working condi- 
tions septic amputations are wise different 
to-day than they were the preantiseptic era. 
was great achievement Roser’s when advo- 
cated leaving all amputation wounds wide open 
without suture and without dressing, with 
merely pus-basin beneath the limb catch the 
secretions they might saved many 
patients this simple method, who the hands 
others would have fallen prey hospital 
gangrene and the other terrible infections those 
days. For all our bi-chloride solutions and outer 
show asepsis, the inside septic limb 
different to-day than was sixty years ago. 


Helferich recommended good and simple method 
treating septic cases. simply sawed the 
limb straight off immediately above the septic area, 
like butcher cutting off leg meat, without 
regard flaps coverings for the bone. Then 
after the patient had gotten over his sepsis and 
the wound was clean and granulating, did 
reamputation proper method. This procedure 
has much recommend it. economical; 
are able approach nearer the septic area with 
simple open incision than would with flap 
operation. flap becomes infected, often 
does, often have reamputate anyway, and 
add the waste bone the first operation 
the additional sacrifice reamputation. And be- 
sides all this, course, cutting the offending part 
straight off far the quickest and simplest way 
dealing with sick men whose margin safety 
low,—with septic patients who can ill afford 
the risk complicated surgical procedure. 


Patients usually suffer considerable pain the 
first few days after operation from, inflammation 
the large wound area and irritation the many 
raw nerve endings; especially they complain 
the night following operation twitching 
jumping the amputated member. 
spasm the muscles which, allowed continue, 
may lead contractures difficult overcome. 
The parts can scarcely set rest splint; 
the stump short, the pressure tightly fitting 
splint almost unbearable, and the area over which 


the splint acts often small that almost, 


impossible apply sufficient pressure prevent 
contracture. with adhesive plaster over- 
comes all these obstacles;—it relaxes the muscles, 
prevents spasm, sets the parts rest and keeps 
them so. Besides all this, besides relieving post- 
operative pain, traction has the great advantage 
taking the tension from possibly scanty flap. 
The adhesive traction should extend high enough 
above the amputation exert its influence 
all muscles inserting the amputated 
thus, amputation above the ankle traction 
should applied the hip order relax 
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the flexors inserting into the tibia the knee. 
The dressing over the end the stump should 
sparing, and adhesive traction applied quite close 
the end the stump. Infection the 
small dressing should avoided the use 
antiseptics, camphorphenol, for instance. the 
bandages become soaked post-operative oozing 
the dressing may reinforced cotton 
applied over the traction apparatus. 


this what must consider 
from shock and hemorrhage, safe healing the 
wound, and freedom from post-operative pain. 


The problems the usefulness and comfort 
the healed stump are more intricate. What 
less, soundly healed and fit wear artificial 
limb without discomfort. 


Pain the stump comes from two sources— 
from the nerve-trunks and from the 
most all amputated persons suffer from some pain 
their limbs first, shooting neuralgic pain 
which referred the amputated part. 
some this pain continues, often severe 
intolerable, causing the so-called stump neuralgia. 
last long makes their lives 
agony and comparable only facial neuralgia. 
The pain was formerly thought come from 
neuroma the All amputated 
nerves, however, show some neuroma formation, 
all them show tendency regenerate, and 
the end severed nerve under 
microscope always see intricate maze 
off-shoots from the re- 
generation—amputation-neuromas. 
stumps show more less neuroma, but not 
all neuromas are painful. has shown that 
their painfulness depends upon attachment sur- 
rounding structures, especially the bone. 
neuroma slips and down its sheath easily, 
normal nerve does, usually not painful. 
bone, every movement the limb irritates and 
larly after infected amputations that meet 
excrusiatingly tender nerve stumps. lymph 
spaces are particularly well developed along the 
nerve-sheath, and infection travels long way along 
the nerve, neuritis and formation 
scar-tissue with perineural adhesions. Witzel rec- 
ommended pulling the nerves out the wound for 
distance inch two, which can done 
easily they are properly isolated, and cutting 
them off, that when they retract, their stumps 
will lie considerably above the level amputation 
and will not adhere the other soft parts. This 
much simpler procedure than the complicated 
methods nerve anastomosis recommended 
others avoid neuroma formation, and seems 
equally efficient. 

Once the painful neuroma there, can ex- 
cise it. however, like the peripheral opera- 
tions facial neuralgia does not offer guaranty 
against recurrence. have twice injected the nerve 
above the neuroma with alcohol. This can 


done subcutaneously; the peroneal nerve, for in- 
stance, may injected where can felt the

head the fibula, the ulnar nerve the elbow. 
the nerve inaccessible may exposed 
through small incision before injecting it. This 
procedure entirely satisfactory. Tenderness 
the neuroma disappears immediately after the in- 
jection, and the effect lasting. 


The second source pain stumps, the most 
frequent one perhaps, the bone itself. 
not the bone that painful, but the periosteum, 
and interesting see how many methods have 
been advised sealing the end the bone 
make have run the gamut 
through the classical amputations Langenbeck 
with periosteal cuff, through the osteoplastic pro- 
cedure Bier, who seals the end the stump 
with pedicled flap bone, the newer aperios- 
teal amputation Bunge, recently 
periosteum that painful. Even 
teum tender continuous pressure, anyone 
may prove for himself kneeling his shin-bones 
for five ten minutes. Now the periosteum sep- 
arated the form cuff and laid about the 
end bone, the classical descriptions advise, 
does not usually give smooth, well-rounded stump, 
but rather lot jagged and irregular osteoplastic 
projections, especially the femur. the peri- 
osteum adherent that cannot separate 
regular cuff; the best can cover the 
stump with lot periosteal shreds and tabs. 
secure smooth covering for the ends the 
bone that Bier advised his osteoplastic flap. ‘This 
procedure complicated and difficult and entails 
the sacrifice cylinder bone equal length 
its diameter. successful may give 
smooth, rounded stump. not, infection and 
necrosis occur, have sacrificed lot bone 
and are worse off than should without the 
flap. 

How, then, can secure smooth, rounded 
end the bone, one painless and without project- 
ing spicules? Well, the periosteum causes spic- 
ules and pain, take away the periosteum! This 
the very simple idea Bunge, and most 
practical one. Simply remove the periosteum for 
about quarter inch above the level where 
the bone sawn, and saw the bone through. 
This leaves the end the bone bare. tender, 
nerve-carrying periosteum gone, and with 
gone that membrane whence the jagged projections 
the stump originate. 


The marrow another part the bone which 
has power callus-production and thought 
sure not getting bone-production 
source, Bunge advised scooping out with cu- 
rette for short distance above the end the 
stump. Many experiences and experiments have 
shown that former fears that bone might become 
necrotic denuded its periosteum are groundless. 
fact, this method seems valuable even 
infected cases where there some subsequent ex- 
foliation necrotic bone, cases which former 
methods amputation were particularly prone 


followed proliferative periostitis and ir- 
regular and extremely tender stump. 


Another way securing painless end-bearing 
stump utilize surfaces naturally adapted 
weight-bearing others naturally free periosteal 
investure. This, course, only possible cer- 
tain locations. the ankle can secure good 
end-bearing stumps utilizing the natural weight- 
bearing surface the calcis Pirogoff am- 
putation. the knee can, instead doing 
supracondylar amputation exarticulate. The dread 
exarticulation the knee legend pre- 
antiseptic days. need longer fear open 
the knee-joint nor fear the interminable suppura- 
tion caused exfoliating infected cartilage 
observe proper asepsis. cartilage the fem- 
oral condyles free nerves and gives ex- 
cellent end-bearing surface, which should used 
all aseptic cases where have skin enough 
form proper flap. 


Epiphyseal amputations also give good painless 
stumps. The ends the bone not seem share 
the tendency the shafts form mass osteo- 
phytes around the end the stump. Why this 
not know. cannot that the epiphyses 
lack bone-forming power, since epiphyseal fractures 
are notoriously prone throw out large callus 
masses, and non-union most epiphyseal fractures 
almost unknown. ‘The explanation may lie 
the fact that ends the bone are not sur- 
rounded large bodies muscle, and that there 
none this nutrient muscular substratum for 
jagged bits bone grow into, substratum 
for the formation ossifying myositis; for the 
osteophytes see jutting out from the end 
amputated femur into the thigh muscles are nothing 
more nor less than ossifying myositis the end 
the stump. Therefore, amputations through 
the shaft; scrape off the periosteum, recommended 
Bunge, but where possible amputate through the 
epiphysis exarticulate. 

the soft parts: Muscular covering for the 
stump, matter how sew the muscles together 
operation, notoriously impossible attain. 
The muscles wither and atrophy through lack 
use. If, however, can cover the end the

Traditions 
amputations have gone down 
makers from generation generation. Most 
them not recognize end-bearing stumps, and 
only dint the most obstinate insistence that 
can overcome their hereditary ideas and get 
them fit truly end-bearing sockets. Hitherto 
the fewest stumps were really end-bearing; takes 
time overcome what workman has been gen- 
erations learning. 

Appliance-makers view amputations the mid- 
dle and lower third the leg with horror, because 
their painfulness and tendency ulcerate, they 
say. Marks Co. New York have is- 
sued book that gives good idea the instru- 
ment-maker’s views this point. They, like the 
older surgeons, claim the so-called site election— 
hand’s-breadth below the knee—as the favor- 
able place amputate, and find all longer stumps 
the leg painful, liable ulcerate, non-end- 
bearing fit with artificial leg. 
Their views course have been gleaned from ex- 
perience with thousands stumps, and the fault 
lies not with them, but with the surgeons who have 
sent them these unsatisfactory amputations in: the

pliance-makers the site election; the site 
election low down the limb con- 
sistent with proper healing; other things being 
equal, the longer the stump the more power will 
have propelling the artificial leg. Provided 
can make painless stump, the longer the 
better. 

The patient have brought with will show 
you, think, that good results are attainable, even 
low amputations. December 1911, his 
leg was amputated the middle. Two weeks aft- 
erward was walking about peg-leg, bearing 
weight the end his tibia. has had 
trouble whatever with his leg; the end his stump 
not tender pounding thumping, and 
covered tough, callous skin which freely 
movable over the end the bone, and separated 
from it, think, bursa. 

Another experience amusing 
March 18, 1915, man who had come the 
San Francisco for reamputation 
ulcerated and tender stump, came back for cer- 
Reamputation had been performed De- 
cember 1914; December was walking 
peg-leg with good end-bearing extremity. 
few days later was discharged from hospital 
and lost sight of. went maker artificial 
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limbs and bought leg without consulting anyone. 
was furnished with non-end-bearing cylin- 
drical socket which bore the the leg 
the usual place—the tibial condyles. The man was 
not satisfied, got end-bearing his own ac- 
count running buckskin lashing back and forth 
through holes the leg, make sort 
net; top this stuffed the socket with felt 
for his stump rest upon, and this way im- 
provised for himself end-bearing socket. The 
stump was entirely satisfactory. 


Another point where surgeon 
maker are variance the question how 
soon apply artificial limb. One cannot in- 
sist too strongly the importance bearing the 
future function the stump mind and working 
from the very beginning with this end view. 
The limb should applied early. proper stump 
should ready receive limb from two 
three weeks. The patient before you was and 
walking two weeks after his amputation—that 
say, soon his wound was healed.

this possible Hirsch. Hirsch outlined detailed

Thus, amputation the 
ankle apply adhesive plaster the hip, 
order relax the ham-string muscles inserting into 
the tibia. elevate the limb and apply weight 
six-eight pounds. Three four days after 
operation, soon the drains are removed, 
begin rub the end the stump gently, increasing 
the force friction daily. the end week 
begin remove the sutures and dress the 
wound merely with fine strip gauze. Several 
times day the weight removed from the trac- 
tion apparatus, the stump massaged, and the pa- 
tient instructed press the end against the 
mattress. ten twelve days the wound 
generally soundly healed and the stump will stand 
massage applied with considerable 
pounded and kneaded several times daily. Then 
temporary plaster paris peg made for the pa- 
tient, and the end two weeks begins 
stump about, first with crutches and few 
days without them.

Dress 
the end the stump with antiseptic dressing—a 
strip gauze moistened camphorphenol and laid 
over the wound, and dry sterile gauze over this. 
Over this dressing put Buck’s traction with 
adhesive plaster reaching high above the site am- 
putation and apply weight six ten pounds.

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CLINICAL RECORDS.* 
II. BLANK FORMS. 
EUGENE KILGORE, D., San Francisco. 


The most common fault which have found 
with various hospital forms for clinical use over- 
complexity. usually happens that the one who 
planning system history sheets, his zeal 
for thoroughness, feels strong desire set aside 
definite spaces for large number important 
facts which should appear the history, physicial 
examination and laboratory notes; the impression 
being that printed headings will prevent things 
being forgotten and will make for completeness. 
our experience that printed headings and 
spaces for recording clinical facts are useful they 
are limited number and well chosen; but that 
very easy get too many them. Nurses 
and clinical clerks will not thorough work 
merely because certain number blank spaces 
are before them fill in; and other 
adequate forces are operating promote enthu- 
siastic and painstaking work, elaborate system 
headings and spaces, heeded all, in- 
evitably leads perfunctoriness. Moreover where 
there exists the intelligence and industry requisite 
for good clinical work and good records,. printed 
forms and spaces too extensive stand the way. 
Elasticity essential, and good account 
illness abnormal physical findings rule 
cannot “filled in” printed form. The prin- 
ciple the same for clinical records private 
practice, and not see how physicians who 
wish keep careful records their cases can 
get along with the case history forms which they 
are usually asked buy—papers which there 
much printing leave scarcely any room 
for writing. 

the University Hospital compromise has 
been adopted between the type record without 
headings and that with many headings. Plain 
ruled paper with binding margin and narrow 
column for dates used for the history and 
physical examinations and later notes, well 
for many the laboratory reports, while printed 
forms are used for the title page, the graphic 
sheet, the treatment record, and the more routine 
laboratory procedures. are good reasons, 
believe, for printing considerable number 
items the title page and the graphic chart.

The chart here presented the result 
numerous attempts concentrate far con- 
sistent with clearness and accuracy large amount 
glance and compared. Ordinarily there are seven 
graphic curves the chart,—temperature, pulse, 
respiration, systolic and diastolic blood pressure, 
fluid intake and urine excretion. These curves 
are distinct when green dots are used for systolic 
blood pressure, green circles for diastolic, red dots 
for urine and red circles for fluids. Black circles 
instead dots are used for stethoscopic counts 
heart rate and for rectal temperatures. the 
right the method employed taking blood pressures 
recorded each case. the bottom are spaces 
for recording patients’ weights, baths, solid liquid 
bowel movements, vomiting, quality night’s 
sleep and hours out bed. One two blank 
columns are reserved for special items such 
repeated measurements lung capacity, strength 
tests, urea content blood, etc., which de- 
sired show connection with the other data 
the chart. 


The chart divided into spaces for twenty-one 
days allows about the ordinary daily space 
for “b. d.” graphic chart. fine vertical 
lines, each daily space subdivided into 
six small spaces little over one millimeter 
each, which represent four-hour periods. Nurses 
use moderate sized dots and place them accurately 
these fine lines, the hours which they cor- 
respond being printed the top the chart. 
thus possible fever cases use the chart 
for four-hourly records without increasing the space 
ordinarily allowed for the twice-a-day record. 
sense proportion the chart thereby pre- 
served and cases great duration the four-hour 
record can preserved toto. Such charts are 
pasted together end end and folded; vertical 
red lines separating weeks are convenience. 

Nurses who are used inscribing large dots 
far apart object this careful work first.

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THE APPLICATION ANOCI ASSOCIA-

Three years trial the surgical field has 
firmly established the efficiency anoci association 
the reduction shock and distress, with cor- 
responding decrease the time convalescence.

After our experiences 
dominal surgery cannot expect see that 
relaxation the vaginal outlet which essen- 
tial preventing severe lacerations. occurred 
that the same cocainization the muscles 
which brings about adequate relaxation the 
abdominal wall when anoci association well car- 
ried out should not only overcome this objection 
but might bring about distinct advance ob- 
stetric practice. Just the local anesthesia has 
made the use gas-oxygen possible surgery, 
the same procedure may make the anesthetic 
choice labor. 


The following case will illustrate the feasibility 
and distinct advantages this method: 


Mrs. T., aged 22, primipara, confined April 11, 
1915, when three weeks overdue. She was well 
developed, well nourished woman and labor pro- 
gressed normally; first stage nine hours, second 
stage forty-five minutes. Toward the end the 
first stage nitrous-oxid and oxygen analgesia was 
begun Dr. Harry Tuckey, using new Teter 
apparatus. The gas was shut off between the bag 
and nose piece between pains, little was lost. 
Experiencing pain, the patient worked very 
well and absolutely direction. Just before 
the head began dilate the perineum, turned 
back the vulval edges and injected the levator ani 
muscles and perineal body very thoroughly with 
one-half one per cent. novocaine. About 20-30 
c.c. were used. The effect was striking. The 
outlet soon relaxed and became very flabby, and 
when distended the oncoming head (R. A.) 
dilated readily without the least sense pain 
the increased effort the part the patient 
that usually see. The head was delivered 
easily she had been under the surgical degree 
chloroform, and without other than small 
mucous laceration. The oxygen was then im- 
mediately turned and, the cord was still 
pulsating, the baby—then 
cleared like magic, became very red and began 
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cry spontaneously. The placenta was delivered 
the Credé method, likewise under gas. 

About 100 gallons nitrous-oxid and gal- 
lons oxygen were used over period one 
hour. The amount novocaine was about one 
grain. Many times that amount not toxic and 


could have been used necessary secure com-. 


plete relaxation. 

The striking points are: 

(1) The delivery without pain, thus insuring 
better co-operation between the patient and ac- 
coucheur. 

(2) The greater efficiency the uterine con- 
tractions which shorten the time labor. 

(3) The absence muscular spasm and rigidity 
the perineum due the blocking pain reflexes 
the local injection, thus permitting slow and 
gradual dilatation under perfect control. This 
great advantage cannot secured general 
analgesia alone. 

(4) The fact that oxygenation the mother 
has immediate effect upon the child, clearing 
any cyanosis that may present. 

Local infiltration the perineum, 
curing relaxation and anesthesia, also allows 
episiotomy any moment when laceration 
seems unavoidable. Following delivery, 
cision any laceration that may result, can 
painlessly repaired without prolongation the 
general anesthetic. 

The anesthetic effect novocaine transient 
and usually maintained only for thirty forty- 
five minutes. prolonged cases either secondary 
blocking can done when the head recedes, the 
original injection novocaine can immediately 
followed quinine urea surgical anoci. 

The effect nitrous-oxid and oxygen the 
child has been too well tested Webster, Lynch 
and Woodyatt need discussion here, but know 
much less about the effect novocaine upon the 
fetus. The amount actually absorbed 
ing the child through the blood stream prior de- 
livery must very small and quantity not 
greater than that safely used numerous cases 
Cesarian section under local anesthesia. 

Whether injection the cervix will prove 


sufficient advantage justify the added risk 


infection doubtful. present does not 
seem advisable. 

There are dangers infiltration the 
perineum from sepsis otherwise. The needle 
inserted through the vaginal mucous membrane 
which offers practically sterile field. 
seldom, ever, develop. Any edema produced 
the solutions quickly absorbed. Repair tissues 
not retarded. 

conclusion, belief that the use 
anoci association, that is, the combined use 
nitrous-oxid-oxygen analgesia with local infiltration 
the perineum, offers safe and efficient method 
conducting labor. logical procedure 
founded established principles, apparently free 
from danger either mother child 
ficiently simple within the scope general 
use. 
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TREATMENT CONGENITAL 
SYPHILIS.* 
HANS LISSER, B., D., San Francisco. 
(Medical Clinic, University California Medical School.) 


When one has the opportunity seeing large 
numbers luetic patients, that drift from 
widely scattered sources, large number whom 
have already received some specific medication, 
somewhat disappointing note how varied, and 
unsystematic the majority such treatment proves 
itself be. Some these failures are unques- 
tionably referred back the individual pa- 
tient, who either too ignorant comprehend the 
necessity for vigorous long-continued treatment, 
unwilling follow the earnest advice his 
physician. Despite these extenuating circumstances, 
and the deceptive promises quacks, goodly 
amount rather haphazard treatment must ad- 
mitted the profession This somewhat 
surprising view the extraordinary efficacy 
the remedies our command. And yet this very 
brilliance result occasionally stumbling block, 
the patient regaining his health rapidly that 
firmly insists cured. The treatment ac- 
quired syphilis, has become for the present least, 
quite standardized. “The combination therapy 
salvarsan, and mercury salicylate injections 
with the judicious use the iodides is, properly 
administered, almost ideal. certainly emi- 
nently satisfactory. 

The situation not simple when come 
the treatment congenital syphilis. Although 
the drugs employed, namely salvarsan, neosalvar- 
san, mercury and iodides, are precisely those used 
for acquired lues, their exhibition and adminis- 
tration are often quite different, varying according 
the age the patient and the character the 
disease. Nor clearly understood how long 
such treatment should continued. 

Before considering the actual treatment con- 
genital luetics, might well note the pro- 
phylactic measures our disposal. These com- 
prise first, thorough.treatment syphilitic patients 
before preventing conception 
syphilitic individuals who are already married, 
ing that period the disease when transmission 
the offspring most liable occur; 
thorough treatment the pregnant mother before 
the birth the child. That there would fewer 
cases congenital syphilis infected parties post- 
poned marriage until they had had sufficient treat- 
ment, quite obvious, and this problem resolves 
itself into the proper treatment syphilis 
needs further comment here. likewise 
apparent that married persons known have the 
disease its active stages should warned that 
child theirs may inherit the disease, and 
accordingly fitting and proper that they take rea- 
sonable precautions prevent conception. Both 
these measures, however, are beyond the control 
the physician. Patients will marry before they 
should and have children when they should not. 
But once pregnancy has occurred, where either

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bent upon’ the physician institute most energetic 
treatment the pregnant mother the hope 
preventing syphilitic child. Such treatment 
the pregnant mother differs way from the 
routine treatment acquired syphilis. consists 
the intensive use mercurial injections, the 
iodides, and the intravenous administration old 
The latter preferable neo- 
more potent. probably wiser, the treat- 
ment begun during the early months preg- 
nancy, employ frequent small doses salvarsan, 
0.2 0.3 0.4 gram rather than the full dose, 
although has been shown that salvarsan does 
not seem increase the tendency abortion 
hemorrhage. But the total amount salvarsan 
should least 1.5 gram, and larger amounts 
are safer. 

Such treatment affects the fetus favorably its 
curative action the mother, and the early 
stages especially, preventing disease the pla- 
centa. Furthermore, has shown the 
case salvarsan, that whereas normal, sound 
placenta does not allow arsenic permeate, the 
syphilitic placenta does permit the drug pass 
through the fetus. 

Findlay and Robertson? recent issue the 
Glasgow Medical Journal, record several successful 
examples such antenatal therapy. “In case 
was the course the pregnancy interrupted, and 
the mothers did not seem suffer much from the 
treatment. The mothers, rule, expressed them- 
selves feeling better during these than during 
any their previous pregnancies.” far their 
experience goes, equally good results were obtained 
whether treatment was commenced early the 
second month delayed till the seventh month 
accounted for the fact that many syphilitic in- 
fants are infected parturition, the mischief 
remaining local the placenta during the whole 
course gestation. this uterine localization 
the disease which accounts for the absence 
clinical manifestations many the mothers 
syphilitic children. Baisch, Trinchese, and Weber 
working clinic, found that the 
case every syphilitic child the placenta, both the 
fetal and maternal portions contained spirochetes, 
and common with are inclined 
the opinion that the spirochete always travels 
the child from the placenta. Most authorities 
agree that during gestation the spirochete may 
travel along the umbilical cord and infect the fetus, 
but this according Rietschel less frequent than 
infection emboli set free during parturition. 
would therefore seem exceedingly likely that the 
treatment pregnant women the salvarsan gets 
easily the very vascular placenta and destroys 
the contagium vivum, thus considerably lessening 
the risk embolism from living spirochetes.” 

interesting compare the statistics such 
antenatal therapy with the results therapy 
all. With treatment maternal syphilis all, 
the primary mortality congenital syphilis enor- 
mous. the first year life, Leduc estimates 
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90%. claims that 93% syphilitic 
children have disease the nervous system. 
According when mothers are treated 
before pregnancy, but not during pregnancy, 82% 
the resulting children are born dead. 
Mercurial treatment the pregnant mother 
has the following results commend it: 217 
infected pregnant women showing signs active 
syphilis during their pregnancy, who were vigor- 
ously treated with mercury and iodides during 
their pregnancy, 25% the resulting progeny were 
born alive, whom 10% showed signs syphilis. 
This once striking improvement over 


treatment all. 


163 pregnant infected women, without signs 
active lues, called latent lues, who likewise 
were vigorously treated with mercury and iodides 
during their pregnancy, 66% living children were 
born who were well clinically; 14% were born 
alive but showed signs congenital lues, and 19% 
were born dead. Champetier 
and prolonged treatment with mer- 
cury and potassium iodide obtained 76% the 
children healthy. 

128 women with latent lues, who were 
treated before and during pregnancy with mercury 
and iodides, 88% living children, clinically well 
resulted, the remainder showing signs syphilis. 
These statistics are surely strong argument 
favor the thorough treatment the disease 

But the effect mercury unless long continued 
fleeting. This illustrated astonishing 
manner the following case reported Four- 
nier syphilitic woman was pregnant 
times. She had treatment whatsoever dur- 
ing the first seven pregnancies, and the result was 
seven dead luetic children. the eighth and 
ninth pregnancies, energetic mercurial treatment 
was given, and the result was two healthy children. 
treatment was taken during the tenth preg- 
nancy and again luetic child was born dead. 
Treatment during the eleventh pregnancy was suc- 
cessful bringing forth healthy child. Fournier 
concludes: powerful yet fleeting the ef- 
fect mercury that, were not immoral, 
would like try the experiment alternately 
treating and not treating syphilitic mother, and 
alternately bringing into the world healthy and 
syphilitic children.” 

When salvarsan combined with such mercurial 
therapy, the following remarkable results are ob- 
tained: reporting 93% and Bourret and 
100% cures. These latter statistics may 
somewhat enthusiastic, for must admitted 
that many cases showing congenital syphilis after 
reaching six years age, show specific 
manifestations whatsoever during the first few 
years life. Most the cases reported were 
only observed during the first few months first 
year life, and are therefore subject this reser- 
vation. Nevertheless, would seem 


method antenatal therapy has much support 
and merits extensive trial. 

Another prophylactic measure 
Supposing apparently healthy child with nega-

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tive Wassermann and negative luetin, born from 
parents known have active syphilis. view 
the fact, above mentioned, that luetic stigmata 
not develop certain cases until long after in- 
fancy, would not prudent administer small 
doses mercury intermittently such child 
during the first few years life? reasonable 
quantities such therapy would not 
bring facts statistics favor such proce- 
dure, for the unanswerable criticism can always 
advanced that the particular child treated may 
never have developed syphilis anyway. But when 
one bears mind the extraordinary obstinacy 
just those cases where the disease makes its appear- 
ance late childhood, would least appear 
error the side safety prophylactically 
treat such infants, the progeny parents recently 
tainted with syphilis. 

THE SPECIFIC TREATMENT CONGENITAL 
SYPHILIS. 

A.—Old salvarsan. Old salvarsan, unfortu- 
nately, has not the wide application congenital 
syphilis, that has the acquired form, not be- 
cause less efficacious but because 
administration. Even acquired syphi- 
lis its intramuscular use has been largely aban- 
doned, the pain resulting from the injection and 
the necrosis and sloughing that not infrequently 
supervene are very serious objections; and chil- 
dren the delicacy the tissues should absolutely 
prohibit its use this way. However, old salvar- 
san can and should used intravenously when- 
ever there vein sufficient size the bend 
the elbow. purposely restrict its use the 
site mentioned, because experience far seems 
against the administration the drug con- 
centrated form. should well diluted and the 
consequent large amount fluid injected 
must allowed flow into vein position 
where the flow can easily controlled. The jugu- 
lar vein has been used and likewise the veins 
the scalp, but whereas routes are excellent 
the case neosalvarsan where highly concen- 
trated solutions can used and the operation 
quickly finished, difficult keep the child quiet 
enough for sufficiently long period time 
permit the steady flow 100 cc. the 
case when old salvarsan used. view the 
frequency these injections does not seem ad- 
visable anesthetize the child, particularly when 
other efficacious drugs are available. Old salvar- 
san should only given intravenously, and only 
into vein the forearm. Its dosage must 

regulated according the age and size the pa- 
tient, and the first dose should always exceed- 
ingly small. Even the adult, there grow- 
ing tendency use smaller individual doses, es- 
pecially the initial dose; that from 0.2 0.4 
gram instead 0.6 gram. that 
much greater caution necessary young chil- 
dren; 0.01 gram every kilo safe 
average. probably safe custom place 
such children hospital over night, though re- 
receiving 0.35 gram the drug. the com- 
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paratively few cases where old salvarsan can 
used, the results are highly satisfactory. Just 
acquired lues, mercury should invariably 
used combination with the salvarsan. Neither 
alone reliable both together. 


Neosalvarsan. Neosalvarsan has 
field usefulness congenital syphilis than 
the acquired form and for the following reasons: 
Its use acquired lues largely matter 
convenience, and can entirely displaced and 
should displaced the more powerful effect 
old salvarsan. But inherited lues in- 
valuable because the high concentration 
which may injected. can employed 
two ways: first, intravenously, using the veins 
the scalp, first suggested Noegarrath’ 
1911. This the method choice infants 
about two years age. Simpson and 
1913 advocated the use the external jugular, 
but the technic they describe, anesthetic 
necessary, the vein being cut down upon and 
cannula inserted. Such drastic procedure was 
justified the time when was thought that one 
large dose would cure the disease, but since experi- 
ence has demonstrated the necessity frequently 
repeated injections, would wiser use other 
methods our disposal. utilizing the veins 
cc. saline freshly distilled water ordi- 
nary Record Luer syringe, and few 
minutes. ease, convenience and speed ad- 
ministration has much recommend it. The ini- 
tial dose should calculated from 0.015 gram per 
kilo; that about 0.05 gram for new-born in- 
fant, gradually increasing successive doses 0.2 
even 0.3 gram per injection. dosage has 
been used with safety and success. Slight reac- 
tions such vomiting, diarrhea, and occasionally 
fever will result, but more and more seri- 
ous than occurs frequently adults. 

The other method administering neosalvar- 
san was first recommended and 
has not gained the recognition deserves. refer 
the so-called epifascial method injection, and 
applies especially those children between the ages 
and who have neither veins the scalp 
for intravenous neosalvarsan veins the fore- 
arm for old salvarsan. Wechselmann employs 
his routine treatment adults, never giving 
reserving the veins for old salvarsan. technic 
requires some practice, but once learned, really 
very simple, quick, and convenient. found 
were exceedingly painful, but that space existed 
between the two, just above the gluteal fascia which 
proved excellent depot for the drug. 
gives the following detailed directions which must 
scrupulously observed order obtain satis- 
factory results. First, the needle inserted and 
the point moved pendulum manner back and 
forth. just over the fascia scratchy grating 
sensation, sometimes audible, usually palpable 
transmitted the needle the point scrapes over 
the fascia. children this more difficult 


determine because the greater delicacy the 
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fascia, and reporting the use the 
method children, states that not obtained 
many instances. Second, rotary twist given 
the needle along its perpendicular axis order 
certain that quite free and not entangled 
nerve, blood vessel connective tissue bundle. 
should freely movable. Third, one cc. 
sterile salt water Record Luer syringe 
injected. The piston should require only the 
lightest pressure force the fluid in. Fourth, the 
syringe removed and the salt water should 
immediately regurgitate through the needle, indi- 
cating that next the fascia. these con- 
ditions are fulfilled the neosalvarsan then in- 
jected. high concentrations 100% can 
used, that infants doses 0.05 0.1 gram 
neosalvarsan are dissolved 0.2 0.3 cc. fluid. 
syringe 0.5 cc. capacity divided into ten parts 
useful for this purpose. had the opportunity 
seeing these injections Wechselmann’s clinic 
and examining the buttocks the patients for 
induration, abscess sloughing. These were adult 
patients and heard complaints and detected 
infiltrations. would seem very use- 
ful addition our means treating congenital 
lues and deserves extensive trial. requires con- 
siderable practice however. The injections can 
repeated every five eight days. 


For the sake completeness, mention might 
made the Ravaut, Byrnes and 
other methods intraspinous medication. Un- 
doubtedly these procedures can used congen- 
ital syphilis. The technical difficulties will always 
handicap and prevent widespread adoption, 
but the occasional case resisting all other forms 
treatment might benefited such measures. 
But would seem prudent, for the present least, 
rather cautious with such radical procedures, 
and would seem reasonable perhaps await 
the conviction that these innovations are really 
brilliant and invaluable some their enthusi- 
astic advocates claim. 

Mercury. Mercury fully valuable 
the treatment inherited syphilis salvarsan and 
neosalvarsan. neglect it, such therapy, 
would glaring error. Any course treat- 
ment which omitted haphazardly used, 
decidedly incomplete. However, the same 
culties that limit the use old salvarsan con- 
genital syphilis, confront the exhibition 
mercury. refer our inability employ the 
ideal method—that injection. Mercury should 
never injected intravenously, even the ac- 
quired form, because the tendency thrombosis 
too great and the veins our disposal should 
reserved for salvarsan. But the intramuscular 
injection soluble and insoluble preparations 
mercury must also omitted congenital syphi- 
lis, because the delicacy the infant’s tissues. 
This regretted, for the injection mer- 
cury the most satisfactory method its admin- 
istration. cases inherited lues past the adoles- 
cent period, injections can used, but only rarely 
possible use them earlier than years 
age. 

There are really but two other ways giving 


mercury—through absorption from 


intestinal tract, and through inhalation the 
vaporized metal. The former refers mouth 
medication, the latter inunctions, baths, plasters, 
the mercury aprons Welander and the pillows 
Merget, for all these modifications, the in- 
halation the vaporized metal the chief manner 
which the mercury gains access the body. 
the adult there probably but little absorption 
through the skin. children, however, the skin 
more absorptive, but being likewise more deli- 
cate, more readily irritated the drug, and con- 
sequently greater care must exercised its use. 
Frankenstein Berlin has recently applied more 
directly the inhalation idea, having perfected 
machine which vaporizes the metal through elec- 
tric heat, which then inhaled through inhala- 
tion apparatus. And might appropriate 
note, therefore, that all rubbing mercury should 
done warm closed room, thus aiding the 
vaporizing the metal and its inhalation. 

The official blue ointment, the oleate mercury 
the Neapolitan ointment may used for in- 
unctions. The latter are not potent, but are 
less dirty and disagreeable. The oleate consists 
10% 25% oleate mercury olive oil; the 
Neapolitan, equal parts metallic mercury 
rubbed with benzoinated lard. skin 
children will not permit vigorous rubbing, nor 
this necessary; very gentle application for twenty 
minutes half hour sufficing. soles 
the feet are good sites for the inunctions, since the 
skin thicker. infants convenient method 
the placing pad the ointment under the 
belly-band. the rubbing done at- 
tendant nurse, rubber leather glove should 
worn. Such inunctions should given six 
days out seven for about month time 
with intervals two weeks month between 
courses. 

very small children and infants, the most 
satisfactory mercurial therapy consists mercurial 
baths. wooden washtub should used and 
filled with warm water which grains 
the bichloride with equal amount ammonium 
chloride added. The child should remain the 
bath minutes and such baths should 
given every day every other day. often com- 
bines local with general treatment, there happen 
skin lesions. avoids irritating the delicate 
gastro-intestinal tract. 

Lastly, there remains the oral administration 
the drug. adults necessary, occasionally 
have recourse the digestive tract, either when 
patient goes the country and can not receive 
injections, and when for reasons concealment 
prefers not use the ointments. children the 
latter factor not vital, but there are never- 
theless important objections mouth medication. 
Absorption from the intestine uncertain and slow. 
often impossible therefore realize how 
much mercury the patient’s body actually re- 
ceiving, however accurate the amount may that 
swallows. Furthermore, such treatment left 
entirely the hands the father mother, and 
though the directions may insist three times 
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day, doses are frequently omitted. And when taken 
faithfully derangements the intestinal tract are 
not uncommon. The gray powder, mercury with 
chalk doses 1/4-1/2 gr., calomel gr. 1/10- 
1/4 tid., are probably good any the many 
preparations. The administration mercury 
mouth is, then, the least desirable all methods, 
and although still the commonest form 
which employed, should become the least 
common; there will always occasions where its

place the specific therapy congenital syphilis. 
They should given far more frequently than 
generally the case, and their mode action and 
precise value should more clearly appreciated. 
Occasionally one meets patient who has been told 
that has syphilis and whose only treatment has 
‘been Such therapy useless. The iodides 
should never given without mercury salvar- 
san. The iodides not cure syphilis, they are not 
spirocheticidal. The destruction the causative 
organism accomplished the mercury and sal- 
varsan, but the wreckage that results swept away 
the iodides. ‘They occupy singular role there- 
fore supporting and completing the work the 
destroyers. function the iodides dis- 
solve and eliminate. Although their most spectac- 
ular efficiency demonstrated the tertiary proc- 
esses where gummas are magically made vanish 
under their influence, they should likewise used 
stages the disease, for the prin- 
ciple their action remains the same, and 
all times beneficial aid the elimination 
the syphilitic poison. 

The two commonest preparations the iodides 
are the saturated solution and the combination 
liquid form with mercury the so-called 
treatment.” When exceptional circumstances de- 
mand the use mercury mouth, this mixed 
treatment quite satisfactory. must remem- 
bered that only the bichloride biniodide should 
used such mixture, for the proto salts are 
changed the iodides into the binary forms, ma- 
king more powerful and perhaps dangerously 
high dosage. mercury given pill form, 
should taken hour before meals, and the 
hour after meals, that the former will 
have left the stomach before the latter arrives. 
routine preparation the saturated solution very 
satisfactory. should always given high 
dilutions, preferably large glass milk, al- 
ways meals, irritates empty stomach, 
and much higher dosage than generally pre- 
scribed. usual dosage for adults will not 
high for little children, namely 30-45 gr. per day, 
and far too low for adults. Probably little 
good accomplished adults under grs. per 
day and many cases require several hundred grains 
per day. for children initial dose gr. 
tid. quite conservative and should rapidly 
increased. curious paradox remaining un- 
explained, that iodism more common with small 
doses than with enormous doses. Sajodin, 
pleasant palatable tablet form iodide 
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recommended congenital syphilis. Its superiority 
over the saturated solution must admitted, but 
has use the treatment acquired syphilis, 
the proper dosage would too expensive. But 
those comfortable circumstances can take advan- 
tage this excellent preparation for their luetic 
child, the dosage for such cases would within 
their means. may some day have satisfactory 
preparation for injection. present iodopin can 
used those cases where iodides can not tol- 
erated mouth rectum, but the injections are 
rather painful. There remains another prepara- 
tion, iothion oil, odorless colorless preparation, 
which rubbed into the skin. also somewhat 
expensive, but may prove valuable addition 
our iodide therapeutics. have used suc- 
cessfully two cases syphilitic phlebitis and 
luetic periostitis. 


Summary specific medication. the 
first few years life, mercurial baths inunctions 
with intravenous neosalvarsan solutions the 
veins the scalp. From two eight years 
life, mercurial baths inunctions with epifascial 
injections neosalvarsan. From eight years 
age, whenever possible, mercurial intramuscular 
injections, with intravenous old salvarsan, using 
the veins the forearm; otherwise neosalvarsan 
epifascially. The iodides used all ages, 
all forms the disease. 


Brief mention must made the importance 
careful attention the general hygiene all 
children suffering from this disease. Lack time 
forbids any detailed consideration this essential 
aspect any satisfactory treatment. comprises 
scrupulous care the skin, bowels, mouth and 
scalp, the necessity ferruginous tonics, fresh air, 
cheerful surroundings, and the intelligent and 
sympathetic co-operation the parents. 


consideration the treatment congenital 
syphilis complete must include 
treatment the disease. But this also lies outside 
the scope this paper. may merely 
tioned that this would include the education 
parents and prospective parents, special schools for 
feeble-mindedness, and the question compulsory 
notification still births, premature deliveries and 
miscarriages due syphilis, and all cases con- 
genital syphilis, that the law would insist the 
treatment such parents order insure their 
future progeny against the ravages the disease. 


THE CONTROL TREATMENT. 


what extent the Wassermann reaction and 
Noguchi’s luetin test aid controlling this 
treatment? generally assumed to-day that these 
tests must become negative and remain so, the 
treatment considered successful; that there 
can cure unless these conditions fulfilled. 
Are justified this assumption? difficult, 
our present knowledge, give definite answer 
this question. must acknowledge that fre- 
quently the treatment this disease has been and 
still inadequate, not intensive enough long 
enough continued. wise plan therefore 
set stich ironclad standards, the fulfillment 
which demands, often, years vigorous treat- 
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ment. But one thing raise obstacles, the 
surmounting which insures the whole more 
thorough treatment the disease; and quite an- 
other matter believe implicitly these standards, 
feel convinced that case cured when the 
Wassermann and luetin have been repeatedly nega- 
tive, and insist that the doctrine established 
which maintains that treatment must continued 
while these tests are positive. Such conclusions may 
correct, but remains for the future prove 
such contention. long the nature the 
Wassermann reaction remains mystery, long 
non-specific antigens give more delicate and 
tests alcoholic extracts syphilitic 
livers, must defer positive statements concern- 
ing these tests. How strangely the clinical condi- 
tion the patient compares with the strength 
the Wassermann response, must have occurred 
anyone who has seen treated and controlled large 
numbers luetic patients. not rare 
see patient, who feels splendidly and clinically 
well, and who has received thoroughly the standard 
mercury salicylate old salvarsan therapy, but whose 
serum nevertheless strongly positive; and again 
another patient, just well, having undergone pre- 
cisely the same treatment, with negative reaction. 
And the opposite picture occurs frequently—a 
negative Wassermann patient poorly treated, 
showing unmistakable evidences the disease. 
These apparent contradictions even not the rule, 
must nevertheless explained before are justi- 
fied demanding negative Wassermanns, negative 
spinal fluids, negative luetins from our well treated 
clinically healthy patients. The warnings 
Keyes are very timely regard the blind ac- 
ceptance reaction that not even under- 
stand. The future may show that these standards 
are right; for the present certainly wise and 
conservative follow them; but not neces- 
say make law out uncertainty. say 
that definitely positive Wassermann 
variably means syphilis and negative Wasser- 
mann means nothing, have said all that 
have right say the present timé. this, 
course, assumes that the test has been performed 
competent serologist. the light our 
present knowledge, precarious ever speak 
cure syphilis, except those rare cases where 
the disease aborted almost immediately after 
syphilis even more unwise. the disease 
under control quite another matter and should 
possible most instances. 


Finally, congenital syphilis its entirety 
properly and thoroughly treated, should 
charge the internist. Syphilis medical 
disease. Gout not controlled the orthopedist, 
even though his special knowledge may 
sary for certain aspects the case. Nephritis 
not treated the ophthalmologist, merely because 
albuminuric retinitis happens found, though 
Typhus fever not treated the dermatologist 
though spots appear upon the skin; nor diabetes be- 
cause gangrene sometimes occurs; nor scarlet fever 
nor measles, though the diagnostic skill the 


dermatologist powerful aid uncertain cases. 
And likewise, therefore, must admitted that 
syphilis, whether acquired congenital, in- 
fectious medical disease, whose treatment should 
the hands the internist, who should better 
position maintain broad outlook over the 
disease its entire course. interested all 
its manifestations; much its destructions 
bones and joints, its production deafness and 
blindness, its ulceration the skin, produc- 
tion feeble-mindedness, and invasion the heart, 
blood vessels, and liver. all times the con- 
trol this treatment needs the special knowl- 
edge, skill, advice and co-operation the specialist, 
and such co-operation absolutely essential the 
proper treatment the disease.

Dr. Yerington: feel that during the past 
two years the salvarsan treatment congenital 
lues, both infants and children, has not been used 
quite much was when the drug first came 
out, for the reason that there have been some un- 
favorable reports this country some our 
physicians.

Dr. Langley Porter: very brilliant man 
pediatrics—Tobler dead, and few 
weeks before died called the attention the 
profession the fact that was easy matter 
use the longitudinal sinus, with open fontanelle, 
for the injection salvarsan and other fluids, and 
site for the withdrawal blood for the Was- 
sermann test. The sinus does not collapse, the 
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needle goes into easily, the head can held 
firmly, and the procedure rapidly and certainly 
accomplished. Tobler reported some fifty cases 
which the sinus was used for such purposes with- 
out any ill results.

any these cases treating the stomach does 
good, and this lesson seems the most 
important. One point that Dr. Moffitt 
ticularly dwelt upon the importance care- 
ful history. When sift down the objective 
evidence gall-bladder disease physical 
laboratory examination, very largely small 
and must make our diagnosis largely upon the 
clinical history. this has been carefully taken, 
usually quite definite before the end 
the history reached. Physical examination 
often unsatisfactory, and the findings physical 
examination the gall-bladder region com- 
pared with the findings operation are dis- 
proportionate, that have learned not trust 
much the physical signs provided the history 
definite.

B., long, lean, taciturn man of- 54, 
sent with question carcinoma the 
stomach duodenal ulcer. His history was rather 
difficult get was not observant type 
man. Six and half months ago had 
severe pain the pit his stomach. lasted 
for one and half hours. The family practitioner 
gave him morphine and told him that had acute 
gastritis. was sallow the time but far 
knew not jaundiced. For two months there- 
after had pain and occasional vomiting two 
hours after eating. Eating did not relieve pain. 
gradually came live diet postum and 
eggs. For four months pain. Then 
the pain returned, but this time four five hours 
after eating. had vomited several times but 
brought blood. had noticed black 
stools. The pain had never awakened him 
night. didn’t eat, had pain. had 
also been constipated since his first attack. There 
had been over pounds weight. 
His physical examination was negative except for 
palpable liver with questionable nodule. The 
man looked sick. the stomach 
showed residue after six hours, there was 
defect the stomach outline, the antrum was 
perfect form. The cap the duodenum was 
perfect. Radiologically far may, had 
ruled out gastric ulcer and neoplasm and surgical 
duodenal ulcer. The cardiac end the esophagus 
showed moderate degree spasm. The next 
day the laboratory findings were assembled. There 
was mild grade secondary anemia (4,580,000 
erythrocytes 80% hemoglobin, with leukocytosis 
13,200, 72% polymorphonuclears); the stool was 
negative for occult blood and iodophilic bacteria; 


the gastric contents contained free HCl but. 


much free blood. The urine was negative except 
for very large amounts urobilinogen. This 
pointed some disturbance the biliary tract. 
After observing normal colon, the patient was 
thoroughly cleaned out pictures 
were made the following day. clean cut 
shadow stone was seen lying within the 
shadow the colonic lumen. There was also 
some stasis bismuth. tentative diagnosis 
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gall-stone with adhesions, was made. days 
later the plates were made for confirmation the 
shadow but the bowel was well filled that the 
gall-stone could not differentiated. Further de- 
lay was not advisable, the patient was returned 
his doctor with diagnosis gall-bladder dis- 
ease with the possibility malignancy and colonic 
adhesions. The operation was performed Dr. 
Thorne. single large gall-stone with 
gall-bladder adherent the duodenum was found. 

have demonstrated four other gall-stone cases 
within the last two months. cases 
have been operatively confirmed. One the 
unoperated cases developed jaundice within 
hours the examination. The other unoperated 
case the country and have not heard from 
the doctor. Several operated cases which were 
could demonstrate the gall-bladder but stones, 
showed gall-stones operation. 

Before closing this paper wish emphasize 
two points, firstly, the direct visibility the gall- 
bladder shadow technically perfect plates; sec- 
ondly, the absolute necessity the bismuth ex- 
amination because the indirect evidence gall- 
bladder adhesions brought out thereby. 

Note.—Unfortunately neither the faint shadow 
the gall-bladder itself nor faint gall-stone shad- 
ows can reproduced, but must seen the 
original. 


DR. CARLOS FINLAY, 


MISSION YELLOW FEVER THE 


HIS BIOGRAPHY. 


DR. BARNET, Technical Delegate the De- 
partment of Health and Charities of the Govern- 
ment Cuba the P.-P. Exposition. 

view the fact that one the most brilliant 
discoveries the age (fully important 
tropical America that the immortal Jenner), 
the transmission yellow fever the mosquito, 
was made Cuba, and that with this discovery 
connected the name the eminent Cuban physi- 
cian Dr. Carlos Finlay, and account his 
recent death would appear opportune 
time into the life history this illustrious 
man. His death occurred Havana, Cuba, 
August having reached the age years. 

The work Finlay has opened the hereto- 
fore closed path progress and civilization 
tropical America. Without detracting the least 
from the merits Drs. Reed, Carroll, Agramonte, 
Lazear, Gorgas and others who contributed the 
practice exterminating the mosquito meas- 
ure sanitation, possible declare that with- 
out the Finlay theory, the gigantic work the 
Panama Canal could never have been accomplished. 

The same sanitary out 
Cuba, was enforced the Canal Zone, thus 
confirming the ideas this brilliant mind. 

address delivered Baltimore April 
1901, Dr. Walter Reed made the following state- 
ment: “to Dr. Carlos Finlay must given, 
however, full credit for the theory the propa- 
gation Yellow Fever the mosquito.” 

Dr. Carlos Finlay was born the city 
Puerto Principe (now Camaguey) the Island 
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Cuba, the 3rd December, 1833. His father 
was Edward, Scotch physician, and his mother 
Isabel Barrés, native France. While still 
his infancy, the family moved Havana, where 
the boy grew his eleventh year, residing times 
the capital and times Guinimar. re- 
ceived the same time his school education 
the hands his aunt Anna. 


1844 Finlay was sent France and studied 
school The Havre until 1846 when had 


chorea. returned Europe 1848 com- 
plete his education France, but 
tionary movements that year obliged him re- 
main for short time London, and during one 
year school Mentz the Rhine. 
entered college last Rouen where continued 
his studies unti! 1851 when returned Cuba 
convalesce from attack typhoid fever. 
Later came Philadelphia, Pa., where 
graduated Medicine the 1oth March, 
1855, from the Jefferson Medical College, and in- 
corporated his diploma the University Ha- 
vana 1857, and began the practice his pro- 

1860-61 find him Paris following the 
hospital clinics and taking some special studies, 
specializing somewhat ophthalmic surgery. 

1865 married the city Havana, 
Miss Adela Shine, the Island Trini- 
dad, still alive and gifted woman who has 
faithfully and tenderly taken active interest 
all his endeavors. They have founded family 
much esteemed the social circles.of Havana. 

1881 came Washington representing 
the colonial government Cuba the Interna- 
tional Sanitary Conference. chose this occa- 
sion make public for the first time his views 
the transmission Yellow Fever in- 
termediary agent. 

the session the Royal Academy Sciences, 
Havana, August 14th, 1881, gave out his 
memorable theory the transmission Yellow 
Fever the mosquito, reporting that time 
series experiments that had made human 
beings, which claimed prove the theory. 
the communication stated with all precise- 
ness that for Yellow Fever propagate was 
necessary have three conditions, viz: (1) The 
existence Yellow Fever patient into whose 
capillary vessels the mosquito able drive its 
sting and impregnate with virulent particles, 
appropriate stage the disease. (2) That 
the life the mosquito spared after its bite 
the patient until has chance biting the 
person whom the disease reproduced. 
(3) The coincidence that some the persons 
whom the same mosquito happens bite there- 
after shall susceptible contracting the dis- 
ease. 

Since that date (1881) never ceased his 
tenacious endeavor prove the truth these 
propositions. studied very carefully the habits 
the Stegomyia Culex mosquito, Desv., 
was then called. studied the anatomy the 
insect and determined its manner feeding and 
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under varying conditions temperature 
and atmospheric pressure, also the geographic dis- 
tribution the mosquito, and most ingenious 
experiments proved the truth his doctrine. 


Upon these facts, discovered and analyzed 
him, explained with 
now, all the phenomena the 
demiology Yellow Fever. 

These were the fundamental bases the modern 
doctrine, but they made little impression that 
needed twenty years more, and the coincidence 
the intervention the United States the war 
for the independence Cuba, before the men 
science returned think the matter. 


The glory Finlay comparable with that 
Jenner and Manson. Working independently, the 
latter Amoy, the former Havana, they laid 
the foundation the doctrine the transmission 
diseases blood-sucking insects. discov- 
eries, said before, not the .least detract 
from the merit their successors. Smith and 
Kilbourne, Grassi, Ross, Koch, Reed, Lazear, Car- 
roll, Agramonte, Laveran, Bruce and others, 
the work these cannot lessen the glory the 
initiators. 

the breaking out the Spanish-American 
war, Dr. Finlay, who was then years old, 
came Washington offer his services the 
American Government, and insisted with his friend 
Dr. Sternberg, then Surgeon-General the Army, 
sent the field. took part the cam- 
paign around Santiago where did not fail 
speak, ever did when the opportunity of- 
fered, the benefits that might obtained his 
theories were accepted. 

his return Havana, 1898, brought 
his views the attention the Army Medical 
Officers, the government and the medical press 
the United States. wrote that time com- 
plete plan campaign against Yellow Fever 
the same lines which were subsequently followed 
with the brilliant results now familiar all 
us. 

Those acquainted with the facts can never for- 
get the impression made upon them the manner 
Dr. Finlay receiving the various commis- 
sions that went Cuba, taking advantage the 
new order things, study tropical diseases. 
Full generous enthusiasm would explain his 
views and show his copious notes, records, experi- 
ments, apparatus, mosquitoes and would offer him- 
self assist any kind experiments that 
might undertaken. 

1900, the Army Medical Commission 
met with the same reception, and Dr. Finlay 
handed them the mosquitoes with which they 
commenced the experiments that definitely proved 
the theories had been maintaining for twenty 
years previously. what generous interest 
followed the experiments this commission recog- 
nizing freely the incompleteness his own pro- 
cedures, admiring with almost infantile candor 
the methods technic, and the demonstrative 
results that were developing! admiration ex- 
tended from the work itseif, with affectionate 
demonstrations the men who were engaged it, 
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the members the commission and the men who 
submitted the experiments. 


Upon the expiration the first American in- 
tervention, 1902, the Cuban government did 
justice the illustrious compatriot, appointing him 
Chief Health Officer and President the Su- 
perior Board Health. Since this date, Dr. Fin- 
lay left the Island several occasions attend 
various meetings sanitary matters the United 
States. Wherever went his charming person- 
ality attracted the most sincere demonstrations 
affection and respect, tribute once his 
genius and his great virtues. the XXXI ses- 
sion the American Public Health Association, 
held Washington, October 1903, was 
elected President for the meeting which was suc- 
cessfully celebrated Havana, January 
1905. 

Many are the honors which have been tendered 
Dr. Finlay institutions and publications 
home and abroad. medical profession 
Havana, together with officers the American 
Army, presided General Wood, celebrated with 
great banquet and the presentation statuette, 
symbolic genius, the triumph Dr. Finlay 
1900. 

His Alma Mater, the Jefferson Medical College 
Philadelphia, gave him the honorary title 
LL. was also elected honorary fellow 
the College Physicians Philadelphia. 

The Liverpool School Tropical Medicine, 
1901, granted him the Mary Kingsley Medal for 
meritorious work that branch pathology, 
honor that Finlay divides with such men Man- 
son and Ross. The Provisional Government 
Cuba and the University Havana joined the 
solemnity the presentation the medal. 

1908 the French Government made him 
Officer the Legion Honor, the insignia being 
presented the French Minister the Academy 
Sciences. 

The Government the second intervention, 
the instigation Col. Kean, and 
following recommendation the First Medical 
Congress Cuba, granted him life pension and 
ordered the publication his papers, which have 
been issued big volume. 

1911 was elected Corresponding Mem- 
ber the French Academy Medicine. 

The scientific societies have always received his 
communications with respect even the time when 
his ideas appeared absurd. could not 
well otherwise, consider the character 
the man: genial, kindly, strong 
the rectitude his principles, which were founded 
the most profound reverence for the truth and 
devotional religious spirit. 

Dr. Finlay’s capacity for work was extraordi- 
nary. the midst the labors active prac- 
tice, and the frequent productions papers 
various medical subjects which generally 
proved himself ahead his compatriots, 
would find, for instance, time decipher old 
Latin manuscript, with the necessary gathering 
data from historic, heraldic and philologic sources, 
prove that the old Bible which the manuscript 


appears was owned the Emperor Charles 
would take problems the higher mathe- 
matics, chess and philology. the midst the 
harassing occupations great administrative 
office, and when had passed his seventieth year, 
mastered the complicated subject immunity 
and the theories Metchnikoff, Ehrlich, Buchner 
and others, presenting his own conception the 
intricate problem. 

Though Finlay’s work most varied char- 
acter, and though bears throughout the stamp 
great originality, all thrown the shade 
the great labor and genial conceptions that 
devoted the problems Yellow Fever. This 
may expressed very few words: dis- 
covered the fact that Yellow Fever transmitted 
the bite one species mosquito, and in- 
vented sure method for the extinction the 
disease. 

The members the American Army Commis- 
sion, Drs. Reed, Carroll, Agramonte and Lazear, 
and such men Manson, Chaille, Boyce, Mar- 
choux, Blanchard, Gorgas, Kean, General Wood 
and others, have given Dr. Finlay the credit 
deserves. 

his native country, Cuba, there has already 
been laid the cornerstone the monument which 
will perpetuate the memory this great investi- 
gator, indefatigable worker and illustrious bene- 
factor.

Those conditions involving the use the X-ray 
that belong absolutely the field the specialist 
are not discussed. 


Also permit apologize advance for 
considering some points that are perfectly well 
known and understood all you. The con- 
ditions under which most you are working 
are similar the conditions under which 
striving. Therefore, from 
and the experiences the physicians com- 
munity, able understand your difficulties 
and anticipate some your shortcomings; 
shortcomings that most us. 
urging that certain things more carefully 
and more consistently, only trying re- 
iteration to, emphasize points that all appre- 
ciate but too often fail observe. With the 
idea making the discussion practical, only 
those conditions commonly met with will con- 
sidered. 


The most difficult problems the field 
medicine and surgery are met with the de- 
partment diagnosis. Also, the most important 
step the correction any pathologic condition 
accurate understanding the lesion that 
exists and more men our profession 
clined indifferent this fact than any 
other. good diagnostician must very pa- 
tient man, for often the discovery one obscure 
point may the key the entire problem. 

The X-ray but one the many aids 
diagnosis. many cases the most important 
aid; but who using foregoes the check 
other tests will astray.

Stereoscopic views bone lesions are far 
more value than are the ordinary plates made from

tive measure. find that the open method 
necessary, exact knowledge every fragment 
relation its fellows will far toward enabling 
effect our repair with minimum vio- 
lence.

Under this head there are two conditions de- 
serving special mention. ‘The first, osteomye- 
litis, usually attended symptoms that should 
unmistakable. Yet unfortunate fact 
that this disease often confused with articular 
simple arthritis, tuberculosis 
joints, and allowed without proper treat- 
ment for days weeks with consequent disastrous 
destruction bone tissue. Where there room 
for suspicion, godd radiograph (stereoscopic 
preferably) should made, for thereby recognition 
the trouble will made easy, while delay 
diagnosis often fraught with awful consequences.

for both dental and medical literature have been 
full for the past year, and the frequency 
these abscesses source infection posi- 
tively proven that must accept the facts, and 
accepting them, fail our guard, 
our patients grievous wrong. Every case 
rheumatism, arthritis, endocarditis, myositis 
pericarditis should excite our suspicion. There 
source infection somewhere the anatomy. 
not otherwise demonstrable, suspect the 
teeth and free them from suspicion fasten the 
blame them clear dental film. 
The Thorax. 


Not long ago diagnosis obscure conditions 
within the thorax and particularly the mediastinum, 
was test for the most skilful. For that matter 
enough obscurity still exists, but the X-ray has 
done much simplify the difficulties. still 
depend largely the old methods examination, 
palpation, auscultation and percussion, but, who 
among us, even simple matter pleural 
effusion, has not been puzzled between this 
condition and pulmonary abscess, area 
consolidation. good radiograph (again prefera- 
bly stereoscopic) will add enough the clinical 
findings decide the question, for the dense area 
shown the plates have very different loca- 
tions and contours according the accumulation 
the lung tissue the pleural cavity. 

very early tubercular conditions question 
whether the plate will more than help con- 
firm suspicion, unless happens that enlarged 
mediastinal glands develop the first evidence 
the tubercular involvement. Preliminary examina- 
tion the screen will aid greatly correctly 
interpreting the plates. pass this with word, for 
only exceptionally that this may consid- 
ered surgical condition. 

The positive diagnosis thoracic aneurism, 
until has assumed considerable size, is, for 
the average unaided the X-ray, well 
nigh impossible. the aid the ray the diag- 
nosis should not difficult, for the shadow plainly 
discloses the pulsating tumor, and the following 
stereoscopic plates, accurtely place the mass 
leave sure our ground. 


The Gastro-Intestinal Tract. 


Next the examination bone lesions, the 
X-ray offers the greatest assistance deter- 
mining the character pathologic conditions along 
the alimentary tract. Strictures the esophagus 
are once disclosed, the examinations being made 
the screen with the patient standing during the 
attempt swallow the bismuth-buttermilk prepa- 
ration. esophageal diverticulum may, the 
same method, accurately located and studied, 
and both these conditions differentiated from medi- 
astinal tumors pressing against the gullet and caus- 
ing almost identical symptoms. 


Next, and most important, wish consider 
the relation the X-ray the diagnosis lesions 
the stomach and bowels. all the aids 
classifying abnormal conditions, affecting directly 
these organs, the X-ray is, in.my opinion, far 
the most value, and, strange may seem, is, 
the majority physicians, the method least ‘ap- 
preciated, or, any rate, least used. The reason 
perhaps not far seek. necessary equip- 
ment expensive. can successfully used only 
after expenditure much time study, for 
both the technic and the interpretation are difficult. 
These facts place the personal application the 
method beyond the reach the 
doctor. one has not his own apparatus neces- 
sitates sending the patient some one dis- 
tance who equipped the work, and entails 
considerable expense the patient. But the 
results justify the expense and trouble? 
experience should say, absolutely yes. the 
vast majority cases so-called chronic dyspepsia 
there exists.a demonstrable lesion. physician 
who continues treat chronic dyspepsia, and 
does not employ every means his power de- 
termine the cause the dyspepsia wrong. The 
primary symptom gastric cancer, chronic dys- 
pepsia. Wait until you can make your diagnosis 
from physical signs, and you have waited too long. 
The belated diagnosis will the patient little 
good. Make the diagnosis early, and the chance 
operative cure is, according such au- 
thority Wm. Mayo, even better than the chance 
for operative cure early cancer the breast. 


the diagnosis ulcer the stomach 
duodenum the X-ray again the greatest value. 
The early active lesion usually diagnosed without 
the aid the ray, but the result the forgotten 
unrecognized ulcer told more graphically 
the screen and the radiograph than any other 
sign. How often have patients coming with 
history feeling continuing fullness after 
eating, followed sour stomach, very late vomit- 
ing, and, perhaps, many the symptoms auto- 
intoxication. Would not the greatest pos- 
sible aid know the exact position, size, and shape 
such patient’s stomach? not necessary 
know whether that stomach failing empty 
cause pyloric stenosis, because spasm 
pyloric sphincter, because adhesions holding 
outlet the stomach abnormal position, 
whether, perhaps, may due atony and 
prolapse the viscus? Without this knowledge, 
treatment, best, based guess work. With 
this knowledge, are position give intel- 
ligent advice. The bismuth meal, followed 
careful screen examination and good Roentgeno- 
grams, will give just this information. Can 
the physician, the patient afford without 
it? 

What adhesions, either affecting the stomach 
the bowels? Adhesions perform strange 
freaks, and may, may not, able find 
excuse for their existence. But they exist, 
and are often the source great distress. Except 
the aid the X-ray can more than 
guess their presence, and when the guess

slide that will show later, will best illustrate 
the effect omental adhesion distorting and 
interfering with the function the stomach. Ex- 
cept for the information given the X-ray the 
condition would not then have been discovered. 

For want time, can more than mention 
the importance disturbances adhesions that 
come about the terminal ilium and the cecum. 
appendicitis long forgotten, may have left behind 
its trade mark adhesions, with the result that 
the patient suffers constantly from iliac stasis (the 
most unfortunate form stasis) and chronic con- 
dition autointoxication. Perhaps the complaint 
gastric dyspepsia and can find cause. 
Nor must forget that very frequently overlooked 
condition, chronic gastric indigestion 
spasm, reflex condition with the source irrita- 
tion elsewhere, and very frequently about 
the appendix. the conditions exist, correct 
X-ray technic will demonstrate them and the lesion 
best may only suspected otherwise. 

discussing lesions along the alimentary tract, 
must mention incompetency the ileo-cecal 
valve. The symptoms are much like those from 
intestinal stasis, and very often inoffending 
appendix sacrificed, and the offending valve over- 
looked. condition more beautifully demon- 
strated the screen X-ray plate. after all 
bismuth has entered the cecum, one finds ex- 
amination two three hours later that the lower 
ileum again filled, the evidence conclusive, 
and the technic correction quite easy 
simple appendectomy, and the results far more 
satisfactory. 

The Urinary Tract. 


Finally, for the purpose emphasis, let re- 
mind you the very great assistance that good 
Roentgenograms may clearing problems 
associated with the urinary tract. reason the 
density kidney and bladder stones, quite 
possible accurately locate them the plate. 
From own experience, feel sure that very 
many the cases diagnosed chronic cystitis have 
urinary bladder. Being undiscovered they act 
constant irritant and the patient rapidly pro- 
gresses from condition discomfort one 
disability. 

have right make diagnosis chronic 
cystitis unless are prepared further and 
search for the cause. 

And conclusion, would again urge for 
each more earnestness diagnosis. Most 
are busy and often situated that access 
the best aids difficult. find recourse 
our old and indefinite friends rheumatism, dyspep- 
sia, biliousness, etc. other days they were 
crowned with the dignity diseases. mat- 
ter fact they are but symptoms and our duty 
our patient can not discharged until can 
say him, “You have rheumatism and the infec- 
tion comes from such and such source” or, “You 
have indigestion caused this that lesion.” 
And, since believe that this positive information 
comes. most frequently from findings aid the 
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Roentgen ray, urge that overcome the ob- 
stacles its use, for very often tells the story 
coming trouble more early than our other tests 
and permits act time whereas delay would 
render helpless. 


WHICH THE PREFERABLE OPERA- 
TION, PERINEAL SUPRAPU- 
BIC PROSTATECTOMY 


Stockton 


The first operation for relief from the obstruc- 
tion produced enlarged prostate was tap- 
ping the bladder above the pubis and passing 
catheter through the opening make fistula 
which would provide proper drainage. 

1834 Guthrie, and 1837 Mercier devised 
instruments for cutting the obstructing bar the 
neck the bladder manner similar the 
method cutting stricture the urethra 
internal urethrotomy. 1873 Botinni de- 
vised his galvano-caustic incision for the same 
purpose. Removal the obstructing parts 
the enlarged prostate through suprapubic 
wound was recommended McGill 1887. 
Partial prostatectomy the perineal route was 
first performed for malignant disease 1866 but 
was later practiced for the removal benign 
growths. 1881 Harrison performed complete 
prostatectomy through the perineum. 

Freyer 1901 brought before the profession 
his complete removal the prostate’ through 
suprapubic wound. From 1895 1905 most 
operations removed the entire prostate through 
the perineum, but since the latter date great 
many operators have preferred the suprapubic 
route. 

Some authorities, Proust, Albarran, Young, 
Goodfellow and Parker Syms, advocate perform- 
ing all prostatectomies through the perineal route, 
while others, Freyer and Squiers, advise the su- 
prapubic method. Still others, Fuller, Deaver 
and Judd, practice both methods. 

series 463 cases operated St. 
Mary’s Hospital, Rochester, 323 were perineal 
and 140 suprapubic operations. the object 
this paper bring out thorough discussion 
way have the method operating depend 
the pathological condition present the same 
manner one would cases hysterrhec- 
tomy, some operations choosing the vaginal, 
while others the abdominal route. 

There are two principal varieties benign 
prostatic enlargement, glandular and fibrous. The 
first true adenoma with very little fibrous 
tissue present. the most common form. 
series 100 cases operated Squier, 
cases were this variety. The prostate grows 
large size, the bladder frequently dilated 
and through perineal incision, even with 
retractor the bladder pull down the tumor, 
frequently impossible reach high enough 


enucleate the upper part the lateral lobes.

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this form the prostate much enlarged 
that one cannot feel the upper border through the 
case “ball valve” outgrowth pedunculated 
median lobe, also better remove 
through suprapubic wound. the second va- 
riety, there may some increase glandular 
tissue, but the enlargement mainly due 
overgrowth fibrous tissue, and very fre- 
quently firmly adherent the capsule, probably 
the result inflammatory changes. some 
cases there merely fibrous enlargement the 
middle lobe, raising the inlet the bladder 
ring fibrous tissue, so-called 
“doughnut hypertrophy,” compressing the neck 
the bladder and interfering greatly with the 
evacuation the urine and still physical ex- 
amination through the rectum, not much enlarge- 
ment found. other cases the enlargement 
the lateral lobes progresses toward the rectum. 
These forms are very difficult and some cases 
impossible remove through the bladder and 
therefore perineal operation preferable. There 
are intermediate forms with both increase 
glandular and fibrous tissue, but one can make 
general rule that the glandular tissue pre- 
dominates, the mass will more apt en- 
croach the bladder, and will easier 
operate from above, while the fibrous tissue 
from below through the perineum. 


The prostatic urethra frequently removed 
both operations, but this usually makes differ- 
ence the functional result. The neck the 
bladder not liable injured the su- 
prapubic method and therefore there less danger 
incontinence urine afterward. Drainage 
the bladder better through suprapubic wound, 
and this wound closes more rapidly 
wound left after extensive perineal operation. 
the other hand the suprapubic operation 
longer, there more shock and more danger 
pulmonary complications. 

The danger from sepsis however greater fol- 
lowing perineal operations. The mortality 
higher suprapubic cases. 243 cases su- 
prapubic prostatectomy collected Watson, the 
mortality was 11.5%, whereas 530 perineal 
cases, the mortality was only 6.2%. The causes 
death were sepsis, shock, uremia some pul- 
monary complication. The end results according 
Watson’s tables were suprapubic cured, 
90% good results; perineal, 60% cured, 88% 
good results. 

Complications such orchitis, incontinence 
cases, while perineal cases the percentage was 
7.2. Squier says that post operative incontinence 
unknown accident, following properly per- 
formed suprapubic enucleation the prostate. 

Although the mortality slightly higher, the 
end results are more favorable 
cases. The choice operation should the 
suprapubic for all cases where the prostate can 
successfully removed from above, and where 
the patient will able withstand the shock 


longer operation, with increased time bed; 
but cases small fibrous prostate, where the 
larged middle lobe where the lateral lobes 
project toward the rectum, the perineal route 
should the preferable one. 


TWILIGHT SLEEP.* 
By MILLICENT COSGRAVE, M.D., San Francisco. 


Probably subject interesting physicians has 
received much attention from the laity during the 
past twelve months twilight sleep. has cast 
into the shadow vivisection, compulsory vaccination, 
and all other bogies the lay press. 

The laity cannot understand the prejudice 
physicians against it, and many lay the fact 
that “made Germany”; others, that has 


been widely advertised magazines and 


physicians who wished profit lay advertising 
that the more ethical members the profession 
refused try it. 

course, our American experience with the 
Friedman tuberculosis has taught fight 
shy the advertising physician, matter how 
high his standing his own country. remem- 
ber when Professor Adolph Lorenz was here 
1902, that his attitude towards reporters and his 
desire facilitate their opportunities acquiring 
news was widely and more less justly deplored 
the profession large. 

Recently during visit New York, the New 
York Times got hold new serum cure for 
cancer that being tried some the professors 
experimental medicine Cornell University, 
and wrote most sensational manner. 
The men question threatened reprisal and were 
told by.the Times people ahead, that they, 
“The Times,” would gladly pay the costs. 

Twilight sleep, seems deserves better 
treatment our hands. One can hardly say 
its experimental stage when one considers that 
Kroenig and Gauss have been using this method 
Freiburg for the past ten years, have delivered 3000 
women successfully, and published reports their 
work that prove humane, satisfactory, and 
safe. Kroenig the Journal Surgery, Gyne- 
cology and Obstetrics, May. 1914, makes plea for 
the ‘use Dammerschlaf, especially highstrung, 
modern nervous women, and states: “The patient 
has perception pain, but not apperception. 
She still reacts labor pains with expression 
pain, but afterwards has recollection the pain 
experienced.” believe,” continues, “on 
basis our experience which detrimental 
results ever occurred for the mothers, that are 
safe recommending this drug (scopolamin mor- 
phine) not dangerous for mothers. some 
cases the pains may slightly reduced, but our 
calculations show that the average duration 
birth has increased one half-hour, negligible 
amount.” 

Dr. Knipe, until recently adjunct professor 
Obstetrics the Postgraduate Hospital, New York, 
and present attendant obstetrician the Gouver-

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neur Hospital, his article “Twilight Sleep,” 
December 1914, American Journal Obstetrics, 
says part: “The technic twilight sleep 
rendered difficult the varying susceptibility 
different people scopolamine, and because the 
necessity continually testing the varying consci- 
ousness the patient. The basis successful 
twilight sleep the proper use the memory 
tests. These tests must uninterrupted through- 
out labor, and are the best and on/y method 
gaging the consciousness the patient.” Knipe 
also states that morphine must used but once 
and then only grain dose. says: 
“To properly carry out twilight sleep requires the 
use special chart which the time, the num- 
ber injections, symptoms the patient, memory 
tests, the fetal heart, and the mother’s pulse are 
noted.” “The production twilight sleep requires 
not only technical knowledge the use scopo- 
lamin and morphine, but also good obstetrical 
judgment and adequate understanding obstet- 
rical forces and conditions. for this reason 
that the method best used the obstetrician. 
easier train good obstetrician the use 
scopolamin and morphine than make 
good obstetrician out one who may know the 
induction twilight sleep.” 


think personally that many the prejudiced 
expressions have heard, too, are based lack 
obstetrical skill the part those handling 
the drug. think must all admit that many 
cases still-birth are due lack experience 
the part the obstetrician, especially former 
years, when practical knowledge obstetrics was 
largely matter good luck. 

The danger the child. the injection 
scopolamin subcutaneously into the mother ab- 
sorbed into the circulation the child 
expected, and can easily proved the presence 
the drug the urine the child birth. 
Holzbach has proved the presence the drug 
the mother’s milk and the urine the child. 
the child the drug quickly excreted, generally 
fifteen minutes after birth, small doses have 
The effect the drug endangering 
the life the child lengthening labor which 
averages one hour more primipara and one-half 
hour multipara moment when the 
drug properly used. 

Salzberger Freiburg investigated the matter 
dangers the child, and his investigations 
proved that when properly given, scopolamin had 
dangerous effects the life, health, and develop- 
ment the child. Gauss and Kroenig also state 
that they have followed the history some 
their babies, and report that there was difference 
the mortality these babies nor their mor- 
bidity than among those whose mothers had not 
received this treatment. 

Modern Hospital, October 1914, Knipe 
dwells length the necessity quiet the 
induction twilight sleep and suggests that ma- 
ternity wards hospitals furnished with padded 
rooms, silenced floors, etc. Whether this makes 
great difference not, not prepared say. 
the four cases witnessed the maternity 
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wards the Long Island College Hospital, there 
were several women labor the same time, 
especial effort was made induce quiet; course 
the women were not the same room, but you 
could hear their cries. Yet the twilight sleep 
patients did not appear disturbed the least. 


Polak, professor Obstetrics and Gynecology 
the Long Island College Hospital, article 
the New York Journal, February 1915, states that 
convinced that there reason why Dam- 
merschlaf should not caused all women who 
show the physical signs active labor, provided 
that the woman under continuous intelligent ob- 
servation. continues: distinctly first 
stage procedure and should not begun the 
labor far advanced; such the case the doses 
required will necessarily greater, the danger 
the patient obvious.” “This analgesia 
particularly indicated nervous women the 
physically unfit type their first labors,” says 
Polak. For this type woman that labor 
has most often ordinary practice artificially 
terminated, owing the physical exhaustion 
common the end the first stage labor before 
cervical dilatation complete, the second 
stage when more force can brought upon the 
uterus the abdominal muscles; and with 
this class that scopolamin morphine will give the 
best results, because its use are able 
attain full dilatation the cervix the operation 
the physiological factors, e., bag waters, 
and force the uterine contractions before the 
patient begins show signs physical fatigue. 


McPherson and attending surgeons 
the New York Lying-In Hospital the Bulletin 
that hospital, February 1915, report the results 
100 cases which they used scopolamin mor- 
phine, and 100 untreated cases. They secured com- 
plete amnesia women, partial amnesia, hazy 
recollection with distinct alleviation the patient’s 
suffering 10. the remaining, did not 
respond the drug all, and four were too far 
advanced labor derive any benefit. note- 
worthy remark that practically all the suc- 
cessful cases were those which the treatment was 
started three seven hours before the termination 
labor. percentage successful cases 
increasing,’ they report, “as become more fa- 
miliar with the treatment.” 


“The disadvantages claimed those opposing 
the treatment are chiefly two,—fetal asphyxia and 
postpartum hemorrhage. evident that these 
are the result faulty technic. 


“Tn our cases the tendency hemorrhage seemed 
less rather than greater. the fetal asphyxia, 
the 100 cases delivered without scopolamin, there 
were seven instances asphyxia birth, two re- 
quiring tubs and artificial respiration for twenty 
minutes. With the scopolamin babies, the other 
hand, the majority cried once without any evi- 
dence being under drug; eight were moderately 
apnoeic, but quickly responded, and two required 
artificial respiration for minutes.. This 


asphyxia occurred the cases where there was 
delay the head the perineum. The average 
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duration was hours the untreated primipara, 
against hours the 100 treated. 


Brodhead the February Post Graduate Maga- 
zine reports that his personal experience limited 
cases which has used the Siegel 
routine method. His experience has made him 
conclude that twilight sleep ‘is still its experi- 
mental stage. But the Siegel method was used 
only the fourth class patients Freiburg and 
considered there its experimental stage. 
None the Gauss-Kroenig records are based upon 

discussion following Dr. Knipe’s paper 
the Academy Medicine, Dr. Abraham 
Rongy said that series 230 cases, the 
children suffered from slight oligopnea; the first 
stage labor was shortened, the second prolonged 
far hemorrhage was concerned there did not 
seem any appreciable effect; amnesia was ob- 
tained 80% the cases. 

Dr. Harrod said “that when the Gauss-Kroenig 
method was used, the general effect labor was 
rather more rapid dilatation the cervix than 
usual, followed certain number cases 
delay the perineum. delay, the fetal 
heart were watched, was distinct benefit the 
mother, resulting fewer perineal lacerations. 
Getting the patient under the drug must gradual 
with the minimal dose produce the effect. That 
any harm that came the child was due bad 
obstetrics, not the scopolamin treatment. Even 
better obstetrical knowledge and judgment than 
usual are necessary, and abdominal and vaginal 
examinations must carried any labor.” 

Dr. George Shears, Polyclinic, stated 
that the cases which had come under his notice 
the effect the mother was there was 
hemorrhage, relaxation, the mothers recovered 
quickly. But the various factors involved were 
danger the baby, and that state that the baby 
was better under the several factors involved was 
put too much strain the imagination, and 
after all the chief object pregnancy the baby. 

Dr. Knipe and Dr. McPherson not believe 
that labor prolonged, for their series cases 
the total duration labor was reduced. 
say that those who said that mothers did not 


gain much and babies were endangered, they 


hear the women who had received enthuse over 
it. 

must say had similar experiences. The 
“Mrs. Boyd” who has caused much the preju- 
dice against twilight sleep her efforts pass 
her knowledge on, and who wrote the first maga- 
zine articles, started society for the propagation 
twilight sleep, and has more recently written 
book it. met this woman and her 
description her experience childbirth under 
Gauss and Kroenig Freiburg sounded like 
marvelous fairy tale, and would have impressed 
the most skeptical. 

Dr. Cragin perhaps one the strongest an- 
tagonists twilight sleep. said there were 
possibilities good the method, but that the 
practice twilight sleep was not easy matter 
described ‘in the magazines, and anybody 


thought that the method was possible the gen- 
eral practitioner with small experience, was 
mistaken. found the patients 
were decidedly tried get out 
bed, and that prevented asepsis and increased the 
danger infection. 

The question the safety and desirability

The technic Siegel, which was what Lee 
Chicago saw when visited Freiburg, and which 
the niethod chiefly used America, one 
the reasons for the failure twilight sleep many 
instances. this method every patient treated 
similarly and the doses are given routine 
fashion; too much narcophen used and when the 
second stage prolonged, frequently pituitrin 
also used, which another factor which may re- 
sult harm the baby. 

Dr. Seantt, obstetrician the University 
Minnesota, quotes twelve cases and concludes that 
twilight sleep should not administered ran- 
dom, that the dose hyoscin and morphine 
given cautiously and minimal amounts, that 
the subject under its influence should closely 
watched experienced attendant, and lastly 
that the other advantages should employed 
their fullest extent. 

Dr. Lee Chicago states Modern Hos- 
pital that observed ten twelve cases the 
Frauenklinik Freiburg the service Dr. 
Siegel. these there were four forceps cases and 
one craniotomy. says the proper conduct and 
treatment requires large force physicians and 
nurses. The fetal heart sounds must watched 
constantly and the patient must not left alone, 
had admit that when the method worked well 
was ideal. well-equipped maternity hos- 
pital the hands experienced obstetrician, 
these drugs may administered with certain de- 
gree safety, but its general use throughout the 
country would result appalling infant mor- 
tality and enormous maternal mortality and 
morbidity.” 

the five cases saw the Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital the Gauss-Kroenig method was the 
one used. ‘The patients were semi- 
darkened room and conversation was indulged 
in. The first dose was administered when there 
were regular forceful, even painful contractions 
the uterus, the pains coming about five minutes 
apart. consisted injection 1/150 gr. 
scopolamin and 1/68 narcophen. 
hour later the patient was shown some object 
with which the test was made, and then thirty 
minutes later was shown the same object. 
this time the patient remembered having seen the 
object before, which usually the case, second 
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injection was given, consisting 1/150 scopo- 
lamin but narcophen. (If there amnesia after 
the first dose, scopolamin given until further 
tests show memory.) About two 
hours later, the memory tests having been used 
every thirty minutes, and the condition the 
pulse, fetal heart, and third dose con- 
sisting 1/400 scopolamin was given, and 
rule five doses were the usual amount used. The 
first patient primipara) was very quiet during 
the whole course labor. After the second dose 
her face was flushed and she complained dryness 
and asked for water. That she felt her pains was 
evident, for she would squirm, bear down and 
throw herself from side side while they lasted. 
With her the second stage was not prolonged, and 
the head came very rapidly and forcefully the 
perineum. Dr. Polak, order avoid lacera- 
tion, cut cleanly through the middle the perineal 
body and delivered the baby, which was neither 
blue nor but cried lustily immediately. 
After the delivery the placenta the perineum 
was sewed up.

The second case was the Brooklyn City Hos- 
pital, and the room and setting were admirably 
adapted for the induction twilight sleep. The 
room was painted deep shade green, the 
lamp shaded, and the head the bed one 
side sat the doctor, the other the nurse. She 
was active labor, the pains coming regularly. 
Every twenty minutes her memory was tested and 
five doses the drug all were given. She slept 
between the pains, and during many them seemed 
rouse slightly and groaned little. The baby 
cried instantly and required treatment and was 
not blue. 

The third case was multipara, very noisy 
woman. She came the Long Island College Hos- 
pital active labor and was more advanced than 
the former cases. She did not respond readily, 
but shouted and screamed during her pains, talked 
and mumbled between them. Her childbirth 
the onlooker was very disturbing, for she seemed 
agony, but next day claimed she had not re- 
membered anything. 

The fourth case primipara) age 20, strong 
husky girl, came into the hospital screaming and 
most noisy. For one-half hour after her first dose 
she remained noisy, but after that became quiet 
and slept between her pains. the last stages 
she was rather delirious and difficult handle. 
and was delivered with forceps, the cord being 
tied around the child’s baby did 
not cry immediately and was dipped hot and 
cold water quite unnecessarily, thought, for 
few moments, soon fact was put the 
water shrieked and kept up. 

The fifth case was also primipara, case that 
make you want use twilight sleep. was 
like the second and third case where everything was 
ideal. patient responded the drugs. She 
was sufficiently intelligent co-operate and the 
baby was fine, strong, husky child who showed 
evidence scopolamin. 

all these cases, the physician was present dur- 
ing the entire time, were the nurses. Every- 
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thing was quiet the room and atmosphere 
peacefulness prevailed, different from the 
ordinary case. These women were all peasants 
and chiefly foreigners, and when think them 
and remember some experiences with for- 
eigners similar class here, rejoice that such 
drug may used the very poor hospitals 
and the very rich wherever they may be. The 
great middle class will not benefited 
unless they come hospitals, for they will not 
able afford pay for the physician’s time. 
one two the really old hospitals New 
York where they are using the scopolamin treat- 
ment childbirth, patients are paying $70 and $80 
for small dark rooms with the accompanying dis- 
comforts and are not complaining. 

That women feel the pain evident from their 
expression that time, but they use their. forces 
better, sleep between pains, bear down fearlessly, 
help themselves, and remain amiable and pleasant

GLANDULAR POLYPUS THE 
GEORGE AIKEN, D., Fresno. 


Mrs. T., age 21, height feet inches, weight 
110 pounds; nationality, Armenian. Birthplace, 
California. 


Family History: Mother and one sister living 
and enjoying good health. Father died age 
years, from what was considered papilloma 
the bowels. Autopsy was made Dr. 
Anthony, then living Fresno, and he. gives his 
recollections the matter from letter recently 
received. Speaking the autopsy states: “We 
found the entire colon and portion the small 
intestines involved these peculiar papillomatous 
growths. One peculiar feature noted was, that 
the mucous surface itself did not appear abnormal, 
simply the pediculated cauliflower growths 
various sizes and lengths. stated the 
family that this man suffered more less from 
diarrhea. since early infancy. was invalid 
some three years prior his death.” 


Personal History: Mrs. was always frail 
from infancy, anemic, with sallow complexion. 
Was married 1911. Had quite severe attack 
dysentery same year. During the entire time 
pregnancy, latter part 1911, she suffered from 
diarrhea, which was only partially 
great difficulty. After her confinement July, 
1912, she regained flesh and strength slowly, and 
continued fairly good health, yet had occasional 
attacks diarrhea. 1913, she spent several 
weeks the coast and gained ten pounds. 
1914 while visiting Berkeley, she consulted 
Dr. Martin Molony San Francisco, who dis- 
covered some polypoid growths the rectum. She 
later was referred Dr. Emile Schmoll San 
Francisco, who after thorough examination re- 
turned the following report: 


Diagnosis: Glandular Polypus the rectum, 
with suspicion malignancy. Red blood cells 
2,840,000, leukcocytes 11,200, hemoglobin per 
cent. would here state that she had been passing 
some blood and mucus with nearly every action 
the bowels for some weeks, and suffered more 
less pain the left side the abdomen. 

Schmoll advised iron, quinine, strychnine, 
and arsenic internally, and rectal instillations 
solution calcium lactate daily for control 
hemorrhage. had favorable 
seemingly like cases, added petroleum emulsion, 
one tablespoonful half glass water night and 
morning. polyps appeared her passage for 
one week, when she commenced discharge large 
numbers them, ranging size from grain 
wheat small filbert. During the following 
month fully two ounces passed rectum, she 
gained flesh and strength, and color improved. 
There was much less pain over the 
actions from bowels less frequent, better con- 
sistency, far less mucus, and the red blood cells 
had increased 4,000,000, hemoglobin from 
per cent. During the month December, 
there nearly three weeks during which time 
polyps passed, and there was general improve- 
ment, with exception some blood continued 
her actions. will state that the calcium lactate 
accomplished little good, rather added her 
discomfort and all rectal injections were discarded. 
During the month January her condition re- 
mained about stationary, with several actions each 
day, little mucus but more often blood.

tion were all agreed that the growths were 
confined the transverse and descending colon. 
During the month February she lost ground, 
suffered much pain the left side, blood increased 
the actions, and was losing flesh and strength.

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the event improvement Dr. Schmoll 
had advised Lane operation, thus removing all 
irritation from the colon, and anticipating atrophy 
the morbid growths therefrom. view 
little gain and the patient anxious for relief, 
operation was advised which the patient readily 
consented. March 18th, Dr. Maupin 
assisted Dr. Craycroft and myself short cir- 
cuited the bowel, transposing the lower end 
the ileum the descending colon 
sigmoid flexure, making the attachment low 
possible. 

None the morbid growths were found the 
small intestine, and all appearances the mucus 
membrane was perfectly normal. The upper end 
the severed colon was partially filled with 
the polypoid growths, the 
variable both size and length. the feel, 
should say they were the main bunched and 
the bowel content was filled fully one-fourth. 
was found the case the father, and re- 
ported Dr. Anthony, the interspaces between 
the growths the mucus membrane were normal. 

The patient rallied from the operation without 
serious shock, and made uninterrupted recovery, 
returning her home the end two weeks. 
There has been steady gain both weight and 
strength since the operation, but bowel movements 
were too frequent for some weeks. Suffers very 
much less from pain the left side, less blood 
the actions, and only occasional discharge 
polypoid growth from the colon above the 
attachment. 

examinataion per rectum with proctoscope 
late June 15th disclosed improved con- 
dition. new growths were found and those 
present soon after the operation had disappeared. 
What the future holds store for this patient 
one can 


may very naturally speculate the follow- 
ing points: 

First, how much can place the credit 
heredity? 


Second, are these growths found the large 
bowel likely extend and involve the small 
bowel, the case the father? 


Third, there any known rational treatment 
for this condition? 

Not single text book have found clear 
well defined clinical history condiiton, similar 
the case here narrated, that the father. 
While there nothing out the ordinary 
the pathology these growths, the extent the 
bowel involved certainly very rare and unique.

You all know 
that contends the starting point all new 
formations, whether benign malignant, irrita- 
tion followed the splitting and proliferation 
cells. When, ever, growth foreign the 
tissues assume dangerous proportions, be- 
come malignant, this eminent author makes 
claim. this case with many other new 
formations, together with heredity, there 
marked tendency malignancy.

sequence proliferation and hypertrophy the 
mucous tubular follicles the bowel. 

Billroth his “Surgical Pathology” has this

The Soy Bean.—The soy bean medical in- 


terest: (1) because contains the enzyme, urease, 
which converts urea into ammonia and carbon 
dioxide and hence used estimate urea 
urine; and (2) because soy bean products have 
been recommended foods for diabetics. Street 
and Bailey the Connecticut Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, report that although the soy bean 
contains about per cent. total carbohydrates, 
only about per cent. composed sugar, starch 
and dextrin, may considered objectionable 
strict diabetic diet. Thus the sugar-forming carbo-

Again declaring Lactopeptine and Elixir Lacto- 
peptine ineligible for New and Nonofficial Reme- 
dies, the Council points out that, whatever the 
tryptic activity the mixture, therapeutically 
useless. Mixtures pepsin and pancreatin are ir- 
rational. The two substances are not indicated 
the same conditions nor can they act together. 
Under physiologic conditions such mixtures are 
chemically impossible. liquid medium the two 
substances destroy each other (Jour.

HEALTH. 

spite the idea held many people that 

lye-peeled peaches are injurious health, Profes- 
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sor Jaffa, Consulting Nutrition Expert 
the California State Board Health, says that 
they are more injurious than hand-peeled fruits. 
Except for the marks the knife the hand- 
peeled product, impossible distinguish one 
from the other. Food value, flavor and quality are 
unchanged. 


The process peeling fruit immersing 
hot lye, afterward washing several times with cold 
water, used many canneries throughout the 
State. The method rapid and economical. Yet 
some people will not eat fruit that has been peeled 
this process, fearing that may injurious 
health. question has been raised, however, 
concerning the use the same process prepar- 
ing prunes for the market, 


Analyses have been made order learn 
the acidity the lye-peeled peach less than 
that the hand-peeled peach, and was deter- 
mined that the process does not affect the 
acidity the finished product. The housewife, 
then, may assured that canned peaches, peeled 
this process, are wholesale and that there 
nothing them that may injurious health.

such cases. Since Jan. 1915, twenty-three cases 
have been treated the wards the hospital with 
autolysin Dr. Beebe. these, fourteen patients 
died the hospital and eight were discharged un- 
improved. Only one the present, the best 
Weil’s knowledge, condition that could 
considered improvement over that time 
his admission. Although the general outcome 
the cases was not affected Beebe’s treatment, 
the clinical course was somewhat altered. The 
method caused, when injections were made into 
the tumors, suppuration and sloughing char- 
acteristic irritant destructive substances 
such cases and did not this constitute any ad- 
vance over former methods. Subcutaneous injec- 
tions given distant parts the body were followed 
sometimes improvement the appearance 
ulcerated tumors but greater than that seen 
follow the ordinary surgical dressings usually em- 
ployed such cases, and these Weil attributes 
the temporary change for the better. The more 
general good effects claimed Beebe from autoly- 
sin, such relief pain and insomnia, and 
crease appetite, were what might looked for, 
Weil claims, the hopefulness aroused lauded 
new remedy. with such occasional ef- 
fects another set results. very inadequately 
mentioned Beebe his articles. Half the pa- 
tients least were most unfavorably affected 
the local injections. The pain was often severe 


that the patients refused accept the treatment. 
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The swelling often gave distress and two in- 
stances the treatment appeared responsible 
for almost fatal hemorrhage, and these unques- 
tionably outweighed the very questionable advan- 
tages claimed. Weil discusses particularly two 
the cases published Beebe which all the im- 
provement observed is, suspects, due the sim- 
ultaneous Roentgen-ray treatment, which often gives 
brilliant, temporary, results. deplores the 
publicity used leading hopes that cannot 
realized, causing and long and pain- 
ful journeys receive treatment.

THE COMMANDMENTS GOVERNING THE

them among their patients and post them 
their waiting rooms. The rules are follows: 


not call the doctor unnecessarily for trivial 
and not wait too long the case 
serious illness until the illness has reached such 
stage severity that imperative call the 
doctor. Much valuable time may lost delay 
securing medical assistance. 


your condition permits, consult the doctor 
during his office hours and not ask him come 
you. Some examinations can made only 
the doctor’s office, where certain instruments which 
cannot easily transported are kept. 

you have decided that you will call the 
doctor, inform him that effect before leaves 
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his home make his calls; that is, before o’clock 
the morning. The doctor must lay his plans for 
the day’s work ahead time, and you wish 
yourself early visit, send early 
call, 


not ask the doctor call certain 
hour, but leave the time for making visit him, 
your case not urgent not emergency 
case which demands immediate response your 
call. The doctor never master his time, and 
very difficult for him make visit 
certain time. The business man should not expect 
his doctor time his call the noon hour when 
the former can leave his business and home. 
cannot consult the doctor during office hours, 
should home and remain there until the doc- 
tor can come see him. 


not ask the doctor come immediately 
when not necessary. Such visit, being 
emergency visit, combined with great inconve- 
nience and loss much time, interferes with 
other work. the same time, other patients who 
should visited first are slighted thereby. 


Never call the doctor night except 
emergency case. The doctor human, and like 
every other man must have his rest. tired, wor- 
ried and overworked doctor, one who frequently 
disturbed his sleep, naturally cannot render such 
efficient service his patient could his rest 
were not broken much. 


Sunday the doctor should allowed 
rest. demand should made his time, ex- 
cept when his services are absolutely needed. 


call, please not notify more than one man 
the same time. If, the confusion the moment, 
more than one doctor has been called, countermand 
multiple calls soon possible. 


When the doctor expected, please have 
everything ready for him that time will not 
lost. Above all things, not expect the doctor 
wait see you, but have your room and yourself 
readiness receive him. Have water, soap and 
towel readiness for him, likewise pen and ink 
and anything else that might needed him, 
avoid delay. 


10. not detain the doctor unnecessarily dur- 
ing his office hours. Other patients are waiting 
see him, each his turn, and lost time may 
valuable item for them. Furthermore, other pa- 
tients are awaiting the doctor their homes. Fe- 
male patients should prepared submit any 
examination with little loss time possible, 
and dressed that they can leave the office

Two instances arrest and prosecution al- 
leged violators the Board’s regulations regarding 
the control diphtheria carriers were brought 
the attention the Board. one case the fact 
the violation could not proved the local 
authorities and the other the defendant pleaded 
guilty.

The Children’s Hospitals Europe. 


Dr. Jno. Los Angeles, has re- 
cently paid visit the clinics the children’s 
hospitals Europe, and records his impres- 
sions these the August number the Cali- 
fornia State Journal Medicine. Commencing 
with London, remarks that here are seen 
children more poorly dressed, poorly nourished, 
and poverty-stricken than any other city. The 
amount material the out-patient department 
the Great Ormond Street Hospital abun- 
dant and the assistants few that examinations 
are apt hurried and superficial. But the 
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opportunities for clinical study 
Especially this true rheumatism and rick- 
ets. reference the former these the fre- 
quency subcutaneous nodules impressed Dr. 
Colliver, for apparently these nodules are rarely 
seen America. Other points noted are the 
removal the tonsils enucleation and the value 
the clinical demonstrations the Children’s 
section the Royal Society Medicine. The 
summing up, however, rather the 
whole English physicians are not accurate 
their diagnosis and have tendency use more 
drugs than other places.”

Professor Pirquet’s Kinderklinik Vienna 
pronounced one the best equipped and 
best organized children’s hospitals Europe. 
Clinical assistants must understand German and 
must undertake stay for least six months. 
Infectious diseases, such diphtheria, measles, 
scarlet fever, and gonorrhoea, are treated beds 
separated glass partitions. Special attention 
paid tuberculosis, and both winter and sum- 
mer kept the roof the hospital, 
and the warm weather the only clothing per- 
mitted the child hat! The Pirquet test 
used routine measure, alsO examination 
the X-rays. Tuberculin treatment given 
twice week, and impressive results are seen 
tuberculous peritonitis and adenitis, well 
phthisis pulmonalis. Again, illustrations hered- 
itary syphilis are seen great numbers. Good 
results are recorded the effects splenectomy 
icterus haemorrhagica, and one case the red 
blood cells increased within three weeks after 
operation from 800,000 4,000,000. One 
the physicians treats pulmonary tuberculosis 
suggestion and claims excellent results. 


Hindrances the War. 


Berlin (visited two months after the com- 
mencement the war) the most impressive thing 
pronounced the infant feeding Finkel- 
stein and Meyer. and the other clinics 
research and teaching work were abeyance, 
the assistants were engaged work for the army.

others are the meantime suspended. Professor 
Pirquet, too, has had abandon much his 
special work and devoting himself the wound- 
soldiers. who are received into his hospital. Dr. 
Colliver expresses the opinion that even the war 
stopped today would take Germany and Austria 
more than generation regain the position they 
have long held the scientific world. 
believes, also, that one the effects the war 
will tendency shift this scientific and re- 
search spirit America. Certainly his record 
the confusions and hindrances which the war has 
created indicates how far-reaching and disastrous 
will the effects both scientific progress and 
the practical methods means which the 
health the rising generation are promoted. 
Science, knows frontiers, but the 
international bitterness which will long survive 
the cessation hostilities will seriously interfere 
with the freedom. communication upon which 
the diffusion knowledge largely dependent. 
summary his observations Dr. Colliver 
concludes follows: for orthopaedics; 
London for malnutrition, rheumatism, chorea, 
endocarditis, and rheumatic nodules; Munich for 
hygiene, prophylaxis, health. regulations and food 
stations, and preservation the normal; 
for tuberculosis, syphilis, X-rays, pathology, and 
research work; Berlin for infant feeding; and 
America for practicability and some the best 
all. sometimes said that travel foreign 
countries has the advantage making one more 
content with the state affairs home. The fine 
feathers far-away birds are not always en- 
chanting when seen close hand, and one will 
grudge Dr. Colliver his conclusion that there are 
abundant good things his own country. 
doubt will wish make them still better, and 
this ambition cordially wish him every 
success.
